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TREATIES, ENGAGEMENTS, AND SDNNUDS 

BCUTINO TO THE 

STATES IK RAJPOOTANA. 


The system of non-mterferenco which was introdoced on the accession 
of Lord Cornwallis left the States of Central India and Rijpootana a 
prey to the Pindareo freebooters, who gained in strength as the 
Mahratta power decayed They soon Tcntured to extend their depreda- 
tions into Bntish territory No Imc of defence and no disposition of 
troops could protect the country from their incursions under the system 
of warfare which they pursued, and Government was therefore led to 
form a general system of political alliances for the entire suppression of 
the Pindarees The Treaty of 1817 with Smdia removed the restriction 
which had been placed upon the formation of alliances between tho 
British Government and the Rajpoot States, and left Government free 
to enter on new relations with them The object of the Treaties to be 
formed with them was the establishment of a bamer against the pre- 
datory system and against the extension of the power of Sindia or 
Holkar beyond the limits which Government designed to impose on it 
by other measures It was cot at that time proposed to acquire the 
power of exercismg any mterference in tSe internal administration of 
the Rajpoot States, hut to subject only their political measures and 
external relations to the control of the Bntish Government, to secure to 
Smdia and Holkar the tribute payable to them in the event of these 
Chiefs entering into the policy of the British Government, and to secure 
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to the Bntish Government such pcconiary md as might he adapted 
to the means of the several States respective!), m order to indemnify the 
British Government for the chai^ incidental to the obligation of 
protecting them 

Arrangements on this principle were made with the States of 
Ondeypore, Jc)’pore, Jodbpore, Kotah, Boondco, Kerowlec, Baiiswarrah, 
Doongurpore, and Kishengurh, and the relations of Government with 
the more di«tant States of Jessnlmcre and Bickaneer were improv ed, but

The Oudeyporc family is tlie highest in rank and dignity among- 
the Rajpoot Chiefs of India The ruUng Chief is considered by Hindoos 
to»be the representative of Rama, the ancient King of Ajoudhn, by one 
of whose descendants, Knnaksen, the present family was founded about 
A D. 144 The States of Doongnrpore, Sirohi, and Pertabgiirh are 
offshoots from it Sivajee, the founder of the Mahratta power, and 
the Bhonsla family were also descended from the House of Oudeypore 
No State in India made a more noble and a more desperate resistance to * 
the Mahomedans It *Is the boast of the family that they never gave a 
daughter m mamago to any of the Mahomedan Emperors, and they for 
many 3 ears ceased to intermarry with the other Rajpoot families who 
had disgraced themselves by such alliances 

liana XTmra, who succeeded to the State in a d 1700, formed 
on alliance Mith the Rajahs of Jejporcand Jodbpore for mutual protection 
against the Mahomedans It was one of the conditions of this tripartite

most powerful of the Oudoj pore feudatories, and the hereditary leader 
of the Oudeypore forces On the death of Jey Sing, the power in 
Jeyiiore was assumed by Esrec Smg But the claims of hSadho Sing, 
the son of the Oudeypore princess, were supported by the Maharana, who 
* called in the aid of Mulhar Rao Holkar and agreed to pay him Rupees 
80,00,000 on condition of his deposing Esrec Sing In part payment of 
this sum the Maharana made over to ITolLar the distnct of Bampoora 
Tlie lo®3 of Rampoora, however, was the least of the evils which foUotved 
It hccamo thereafter the custom, for the redress of any real or supposed 
ivrong, to call m the aid of the Mahrattas, who thus obtained a firm foot- 
ing in Meyw^r and became tlic referees m all disputes and the virtual

On the withdrawal of the British influence from R-ypootana m 
1800 under the policy of non mtcferencc which had been introduced by 
Lord Cornwallis, Oudc}qiorc was laid waste by the armies of Sindia, 
Holkar, and Amcor Khan, and by m-iny hordes of Pmdarce plunderers 
To such dietrc«s was the Maharana reduced, that he was dependent on 
the bounty of Zalim Sing, the Regent of Kotah, who gave him an 
allowance of Rupees 1,000 a month, and was exposed to the insults of 
his own fi-udatoncs, tho more, powerful of whom had retired to their 
forts and were bent only on thbir own preservation 

In this state of degradation Maharana Bhcem Sing was found 
m 1817, when the British 6o\crnmcnt entered on its gencnl scheme 
of alliances for the suppression of the Pmdarecs Bhcem Sing had sne 
cceded to [ower m 177S, and. betneen Juggut Sing II and him there 
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bad been tbc following successions: ^Pcrtab Sing II. in 1752; Raj RA. 
Sing II.* iu 1755 ; Raua Urseo in 17C2, wlioso insolent behaviour led 
to tbe estrangement of bis nobles from him and tbc seizure of the districts 
of Jawud, Jeerun, Neemuch, and Monvnr by Sindia, of Necmbbera 
by Holkar, and Godwat by Jodbporc; and Iluny^er in 1772, from 
whom Sindia wrested tbe districts of Ruttnngurb, Kberce, and Singow- 
lee, and Holkar tbe districts of Jatb, Btebore, and Nuddomay. • 

By tbc Treaty (No. I.) tbc Btitisk Government agreed to protect 
tbe territory of Oudeypore, and to use its best exertions for tbe restor- 
ation of tbc territories it bad lost when this could be done with pro- 
priety ; and the Slabarana acknowledged tbe British supremacy and 
agreed to abstain from political correspondence, to submit disputes to the 
arbitration of tbe British Government, and to pay one-fourth of tbe 
revenues as tribute for five years, and tUercaftcr tbree-cigbtbs in * 
perpetuity. Tlie object of tbe 7th Article of the Treaty was to leave • 
Government tbe right fit acting on the Meywar claims to restoration 
of territory as might be deemed just and expedient. This clause has 
furnished the Oudeypore State with never-failing cause of complaint, 
particularly with respect to tbe district of Neembbera. This district, 
having been guaranteed to Abiccr Khan, could not be restored. Daring 
tbc mutinies of 1857, Captain Showers, tbc Political Agent of Meywar, 
unautborizcdly allowed the troops of Oudeypore to occupy it, but after 
tbe return of peace tbc Mabarana w.is compelled by tbe British Govern- 
ment to restore it to tbe Nawab of Took, and to account for the revenues 
during tbe time of bis occupation. 

. Tbe district of Mairwarra, inhabited by predatory tribes and 
belonging* partly to Oudeypore, Jodbpore, and the British Government 
in virtue of its possession of Ajmcre, was entirely subdued by a British 
force in 1821. "With a view to tbe pacification and improvement of tbe 
country it was taken under British administration and a local corps was 
raised to which Oudeypore and Jodhporc^worc to contrihute annually 
Rupees 15,000 each. Although the Mabarana of Oudeypore acquiesced in

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RAJroOT the arrangement and transferred his villages to the British Government for 
ten years, he appears to have exeented no formal engagement As his con- 
OiAey^e gent was reluctantly given, he was req^mred to pay nothing towards 
the expenses of management beyond his contribution of Rupees 15,000 
to the local corps The arrangement mcpired in 1833, when the 
Maharana, having profited largely by it, wilhngly made a new engage- 
ment (No II ) for eight years, and agreed to raise his contribution to 
Rupees 20JOOO In 1843 he again expressed his readiness to allow the 
district to remain under British management so long as it might smt 
the convenience of the British Go\ ernment Much was done towards 
the civilization of the Mhairs by the British Government, and in 184^ an 
effort was made to procure the perpetual cession of the Meywar and 
Jodhpore shares The Maharana ngreed to a permmient transfer of his 
villages on condition of his receiMOg in farm the districts of Jawnd, 
Jeerun, NeemucU, &c , which had been assigned to the Bntish Government 
by Sindia for payment of the Gwahor Contingent, and to the restoration 
of which the Maharana conceived he had a right under the 7th Article 
of the Treaty of 1S18 The Maharana^s government, however, was 
so inefficient and oppressive that it was considered most objectionable 
to put additional districts under his control In this unsatisfactory 
state the Bntish occapation of Mairwarra remains 

The hill districts of Ondeypore to the south and south west are 
inhabited by wild and turbulent tnhes of Bheela and Qrassias, under 
Rajpoot Chiefe owning a nominal allegiance to Oudeypore, holding the 
right of property in the land over which the Maharana has no power, 
and levjiDg hhek mail on neighloanng villages and a tax on the 
passage of goods and travellvrs, for whose safety they ate considered 
responsible Various injudicious attempts to interfere with the prescrip- 
tue tights of these tnbes drove them to revolt, and necessitated the 
employment of Bntish troops for their coercion It was found that 
Without the constant sopeiyisidn of Bntish Officers permanent peace 
could not he restored Accordingly ifc was proposed in I83S to raise 
a Bhccl Corps to be stationed in these districts The Maharana of 
Oudeypore offered to contribute towards *lhe expenses of the corps the 
revenues of his share of Mairwarra, estimated at Rupees 45,000 and 
the Grassa tributes, estimalcd at Rupees 10,000, and to make oicr

tte distnct for ten years to Bntistv* management. The corps was 

raised m ISil at a cost of Rupees 1,20,000 a year, of which Oudc}’porc ^ 

agreed to pay Rupees 50,000, but tlio cuil control of the districts 
was left with the Jralnrana Siuco the formation of the corps the out- 
breahs of the Rheels ha\o been suppressed, but there has been a constant 
struggle between the native government seching to oppress the Bhcels 
and the Superintendent of Kherwarra to protect them. In 1861 the 
cost of the corps was reduced to abont Rupees 98,000 

Captain Tod was the first Agent appointed to Oudej’pore As the 
country was utterly disorganized, decided interference was necessary to 
restore the State to prosperity, and enable it to perform with efieefc the 
stipulations of the Treaty witli the British Goicrnmcnt. Captain Tod 
was therefore directed to take the whole control of afiiirs into his own 
hands The result was that the net revenues which m 1819 were 
only Rupees 4,4‘1,218, amounted m 1821 to Rupees 8,77,634 Towards * 
1821, however, this minute interference was gradually withdrawn The 
consequence was that within two years the State was maolved in dtbt, 
the Bntiah tribute^ remained unpaid with arrears amounting to Rupees 
7,00,747, and the mcommg revenues of the State were anticqiated It 
hecamo absolutely necessary again to place the distncts under tho 
superintendence of tlie Political Agent, to make the 2ilaharana an 
allowance of Rupees 1,000 a day, and to reserve certain distncts for tho 
regular payment of the tribute and the liquidation of anears Tho 
dependent state to which the Maharma was reduced, although the 
result of his own improvidonce, could only be justified as a temporary 
measure, inasmuch as it paralyzed all spontaneous and individual action 
within the State In 18264 therefore., the authority of the Slah^nna was 
re-estabhshed, and the interference of the Political Agent was with- 
drawn "Within a few months the extravagance and oppression became 
as great as they had ever been befoto, and the roads became almost 
impassable to single travellers • 

Maharana Bheem Sing died in 1828, and was succeeded by hi* 
son, Jowan Sing, who gave himself up to debauchery and vice Within 
a few years the tnbute again fell heavily into arrears, the State was 
overwhelmed in debt, and there was an annual deficit of two lakhs of 
Rupees;- so that, m 1838, the Court of Directors ordered that, if the 
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JlaliarauA should fail in his cn£,ageincnts to liquidate the arrear , a 
temtonal or other sufficient secunty should bo required 

In August 183S Jowan Sing died without issue, and was succeeded 
by his adopted son Sirdar Sing lie received an inheritance of debt 
amounting to Rnpees 19,67,500, of which nearly eight lakhs were on 
account of tribute Sirdar Sing was very unpopular with his Chief*!, 
and in 18H he proposed, with a view to strengthen his authontj, to 
subsidize a regiment of infantry to he stationed at his capital, hat 
the ptopo'j'd was not accepted He died in 1842, and was succeeded 
by his younger brother, Soroop Sing, whom he had adopted t 

The financial embarrassments m which the Oudeypore State was 
involved had led to repeated applications for a reduction in the amount 
of tribute, which, in 1S2C, bad been fixed at three hkhs of Oudeypore 
Rupees In June 1840 it was reduced to two lakhs of Government 
Rupees 

Suroop Smg died on 17th November 1S61, and was succeeded by 
his nephew and adopted son, Sumhhoo Sing, to whom the privilege of 
adoption hua been guaranteed (No HI ) The administration is con- 
ducted during his minority by a Regency Council with the aid of 
the advice of the Political Agent The Council was, as usual in such 
cases, nominated by the Fohtital Agent and appointed by Government 
Tliree of the members ha%e been dismissed by Government for miscon- 
duct, and in consequence of the gross perversion of justice by the Rc 
gcncy Council, it has been found nece^'^ary to confer judicial and reienuo 
powers on the Political Agent dnnug the minority of the Maharana 

Ever since the connection of the British Government with Oudej- 
porc, the. Chiefs of that State have been involved m disputes with their 
nobles, who enjoy privileges and rights which do not prevail in anv 
other part of Rajpoofana The greater number of the fi.ndatory Chiefs 
are descendants of former Ilau,ns Of these the moot important are 

theChoondawut Chiefs who are descended from Choonda, and of whom 
the most powerful is the Rawut of Saloomhur This Choonda, about 
the middle of the fourteenth centui^ , gave up his claim to the sueces 
Sion in favour of his younger brother Mokul, reserving for himself the 
flr«t place m the councils of the State The Rawut of Saloomhur there- 
fore chims the office of chief hereditary councillor, and when the 
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Treaty of ISIS ^v'as concluded, an aljcmpt made, but without sue- i' 

to obtain tho guarantee of the British Government to lliis office _ 
being held b}' the Ilawut. Next in importance to the Chooiulawut ^ 
Chiefs are the Sukhtawul'^, do'tccndcd from Sukhta, brother of Pertab 
liana, who ruled about the middle of tho sixteenth century. At the 
date of the Treaty with the British Government these Chiefs had made 
themselves virtually independent of the Staharana, and one of the first 
acts of the Political Agent, who was invested with full control, was to 
draw up an agreement (No. IV.) between the ^laimrana and his Chiefs, 
by^which the latter bound themselves to restore all tho lands they had 
usurped or otlicrwiso acquired during the last fifty years, and to perform 
service for three months each year with quotas of two horsemen and four 
foot soldiers for every Rupees 1,000 of their revenue. The object of this 
was to restore territorial possession to the footing on which it stood in 
the year 17GG, when the ruin of Oudoyporo commenced. >* 

Tins quotas furnished under this agreement were notoriously ineffi- 
cient. Shortly afterwards, in addition to service, tho Maharana levied 
chuttoond or a tax of onc-sixth of their revenues, at first to meet 
the expenses of the marriago of his daughters, but afterwards for 
purposes of police. Titc Chiefs objected to this tux, which was taken 
ivithout their consent and was not devoted to tlio purposes for whieli 
, it was professedly raised. In 1827, therefore, a new agreement (No. V.) 
was framed, tho principle of which was that tho Chiefs should pay 
the tax of one-sixth of their revenues and be excused half their service ; 
that is to say, bo bound to serve for three months in tho year with 
only one horseman and two footmen for every Rupees 1,000 of revenue. 
This agreement was sanctioned by Government as the net of the 
Maharana and his Chiefs, but was not guaranteed. It was as inoperative 
as the agreement of 1818. Tlie oppressive measures of the Oudeypore 
government drove many of the Chiefs into rebellion, while the Maharana 
on his part complained of the failure ofXhis Chiefs to perform their 
obligations. In 18-40 a third agreement (No. VI.) was signed, only 
to he replaced by another (No, VII.) five years later. Within two years 
disputes were as violent as ever, the hlaharana complaining that the 
Chiefs did not perform theif stipulated service, and the Chiefs alleging 
that service was demanded of them beyond the period agreed upon, 
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and that their villages were attached and fines imposed on them on 
groundless and fnvolous pretences ^ 

In ISoO the ATaharana confiscated a !a^e portion of the estates 
of the Eawnta of Saloombur and Deognrh for non performance of 
their obligation.., but his* troops were expelled by the^c Chiefs, who 
forcibly retook po'^e^noii of the confi-catcd NiUages The Alaharana 
and his Chiet. apphed for the mediation of the British Government, and 
a full enquiry took place into the causes of di pnte Sir Henry Lawrence 
negociated a new agreement (Jvo A III ), but this was signed only 
by the Maharana and four of his principal Chiefs Its conditiqns, 
howeier, were never fulfilled, and eventually Government declared it 
to be null and void, but gnaranteed the protection of the British 
Goiemment to the Chiefs who had signed it Under this guarantee 
the Slaharana was compelled m 16CI to restore the estates of Mehta 
Sher Smg which he had confiscated 

The area of the Ondeypore State is 11,G14 square miles and 
the population 1,161,400 sonls The gro«3 revenue is abodt Kupees 
40,00,000 of which nbont Rupees 12,00,000 are enjoyed by the 
subordinate ChieC, subject to the payment of chnttoond Deducting 
this and the religious endowments, Bnbsh tribute, S.c , there remain 
to the State about Rupees 14,00,000 Ihe Alabarana receives a *^016 
of «eventeen guns

The Covenant between the Maharana Bheem Singh and the Chiefs, 
Jaghiredars, S:c., of Meywar, wltich was contracted in 1818 and received 
the sanction of the British Government, having been found insufficient 
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RAJPOOT* to re-seltle anti tend to the increase of the revenue of their puttahs and 
the prosperity of the country. 

No. VI. 2. It is customary for every Chief to remain* with his quota 

Oudeypore. of troops in attendance on tlie Durbar for three months in the year. 

This shall continue in force, and no Chief shall bo dStained at Oudeyporc 
beyond the stipulated period of service, as by their detention the Chiefs 
are subjected to additional expense and trouble. It is optional with 
the Durbar to excuse the attendance of any Chief ; however, in doing so, 
the Durbar will not send for another in his room until the expiration 
of the period the Chief thus excused from 3uty vvtis to attend. 'J'he 
Chiefs shall be bound to maintain the full number of followers; if they 
furnish a less number, they will subjwt themselves to the displeasure 
of His Highness. 

3. The three-eighths from the revenue collections of the khalsa lands 
are paid by the Durbar to the British Government for the protection 
of Meywar from foreign enemies; not a fraction is taken from the 
jaghiredars on this account. The payment of the tribute os here 
stated is exclusively for the protection of the country against foreign 
invasion, as the troops of the Chiefs are wholly inadequate for this 
purpose, the Chiefs participating largely in the benefit thus secured. 
In former times, a chont was paid to the Dukhnees, who were a source 
of great annoyance to the country; this evil is removed. The troops 
furnished by the Chiefs are only half the number they are hound to 
maintain, and are altogether unfit for duty; on which account the 
Durbar is obliged to issue rozeena and dustuk on the villages of the 
Chiefs, which subject them to trouble and expense. As the Durbar pays 
the tribute from the revenue of his khalsa possessions to the British 
Government, it was but fair for the Chiefs to have made a similar 
payment from the proceeds of their estates to the Dnrbar j but knowing 
that they can ill afford such demand in consequence of the heavy 
expenses they are subject to,*for the maintenance of their relations and 
dependants. His Highness has thought proper to discharge the tribute 
from the revenue collections of the crown lands, without making any 
demands on that account from the Chiefs. His Highness has now resolved 
that the service of half the troops the Chiefs are bound to furnisb, 
agreeably to the rekh or rent-roll, be discontinued, and, in com- 
mutation of the above half-service, a money payment, amounting to 
2 annas 7^ pie in the Rupee, be made, which is to be termed chuttoond ;

KADLSAMiU between Mauasaka Srnoor Singh of Oudeypori^iind Lis Nobles and 
Chiefs, mediated by Lieutzkast-Colosec Hobisson, dated llftli sood dooj, 
Sumbut 1901, or 8th Fcbraary 1815. 


Formerly an agreement was entered Into between Jlaharana Bhcem 
Singb and the Meywar Cluefa in Captain Tod’s time, consisting of ten 
Articles. Afterwards another Kauloamah of fire Articles was drawn up 
in Captain Cobbe’s time, and lastly one was concluded between Maharana 
Sirdar Singh and the Chiefs in the presence of Colonel Robinson, and 
duly signed by both parties. As the Chiefs have failed to act up accord- 
ing to tjie terms of the Kauloamah, the Maharana, in order to the dne 
observance of the same in future, has, in conjunction ^vith the .Chiefs 
and His Highness’ authorities, drawn up the follovring additional Articles, 
and which have been mediated by Colonel Robinson and in his presence 
signed by both parties. 

1, All the Articles of tbe*former agreement are to continue in 
force. Every year, ten days before the Dusserah festival, n general 
assembly of the Chiefs shall take place. After the inspection of their 
troops, the Burbar will order such Chief os he pleases for three mijnths* 
duty, and distinctly name the Chiefs and periods they are required to 
attend, and permit them to return to their homes. The troops of the 
Chiefs to make no excuse in the performance of their duties. Should 
they fall to attend at the appointed time, or be found negligent or 
deficient in numbers, the Chief in whose service they may be shall be 
called upon to make a money payment in lieu of troops to the Sreo 
Burbar. 

2. The Chiefs are to pay chuttoond at the rate of 2 annas 7| pie 
in the Rupee, in commutation of half the troops they ace bound to fur- 
nbli, regularly at the stipulated periods according to the terms of the 
first Kaulnamah. t, 

S. The Chiefe are to usfe their best endeavours for the suppression 
of thefts and robberies in their respective puttahs; they are not to 
harbor thieves, outlaws, or dacoits, bclonging,to foreign jurisdictions, but to 
apprehend all such offenders who may attempt to enter their elaquas, and 
make them over, together with such plundered property as may be’ found 
in their possession, to the State whose subjects they may be, agreeably 
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to the course adopted with the concurrence of this Durbar b) the govern- 
ments of Jeypore and Jodhpore 

4 The Durbar has agreed, at the request of the Chiefs, that, when- 
e\er any dispute may anse among them concerning boundarj or other 
matters, a punchayut will assemble at the scene of dispute, consisting of 
four persons on the part of the Chiefs and one to be nominated by thp 
Durbar It wdl be their duty to enquire into and settle the dispute 
inth justice and equity, and their decision to be binding on both parties 

5 This agreement has been entered into with the free will and 
pleasure of both parties and to be mutually observed All the Chiefs 
shall continue to pay chuttoond and perfoim service with pleasure 
and satisfaction according to the Kanloamah, and ns in Maharana Juwan 
SingVs time, any instance of carelessness or departure from the terms 
of this agreement shall render the Chiefs liable to the displeasure of 
the Sree Durbar as set forth in the first Kaulnamah

Tor thirty-four years the Maharana and his Chiefs ha^e been at 
1 anance The first has perpetually' complqincd of disloyalty, the latter 
as often of tjTanny • 

IVith no other motive than the peace of the country and the happi- 
ness of all ranks, the various r^prcacntativos of the Supreme Government 
have l»cen from time to time permitted to arbitrate between the parties 
Several Kaulnamahs have been accordingly prepared, sioncd, and 
agreed to, yet all by each side have been continuallj broken 
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RAJPOOT- The Maharana’s answer to*the Chiefs' complaints of encroachment 
on their lands proves that he has not only encroached on their estates, 
No. Yni. established villages in them, llis Highnesss’ treatment of Lawa 

Oudeyiwe. g^jowB he has punished guilt mth undue severity. On the other 
hand, it is not denied that the Chiefs have been disobedient and many of 
them even rebellious. , 

Such conduct must cease on both sides, and as it is the desiro of 
the Government of India that all subjects of Meywar should know that it 
\vill support the legitimate authority of the Maharana, so long as he acts 
justly and to their satisfaction and in accordance with the couns^. and 
advice of the Political Agent, the Government orders the promulgation 
and enforcement of the following Kaulnamah,” which is founded on 
previous ones. "Whoever does not adhere to it will he considered on 
offender against the British Government and liable to punishment; 
but an appeal in any dispute may be made to the Political Agent and 
the Agent, Governor General, whose decision will he final, and in accord- 
ance with the present Kaulnamah and with the spirit of ancient customs. 

Article 1. 

Chuttoond at the rate of 2^ annas per Knpee of actual produce to 
be paid to the State of Meywar at two periods, December and Jane, 
through a banker or vakeel. ' • 

• If any Chief fails in doing this he must pay interest at the rate 
of 12 per cent, per annum; after 12 months, lands to be confiscated 
to the extent of defalcation. 

Those who neglect to give in a statement of actual produce to l« 
arbitrarily assessed, hut no increase to he hereafter demanded. 

SaloomhuT does not pay chuttoond, but performs service at the capital 
for 12 months. 

In addition to the 2^ ^nas chuttoond, the Chie& are to furnish 
• one horse and two foot ^soldiers for 3 months at home or abroad 
[that is within Meywar], in lieu of the two horse and four foot at 
present furnished on each Rnpees 1,0UQ of actual .produce. Should 
any extra service be required, the Rana will pay for it at Rupees 
1C a month for a horse and Rupees 6 for a foot soldier. Any failure 
of service will be charged to the. Chiefs at the same rate. AH Chiefe

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with their quotas will attend at Oudeypore for 10 days before and 
5 daj's after the Dnsserah, to _ pay their respects to the Maharana, at _ 
which period their turns of service and their posts will be allotted. 
On any emergency all Chiefs on receipt of the Rana^s sign-manual 
will attend with their quotas. 

Those holding separate jaghires from the Eana will pay chut- 
toond and perform service separately. 

♦Article 2. 

dvaid or fees paid on Tulwar Bundnn, *. e., investiture of fief, 
to be 12 annas per Rupee on the actual produce of one year; this will 
exempt the payment of that yearns chuttoond. The Chiefs of Amait 
Gogoonda, Kanore, and Banaira, and the Kishnawuts, are exempt from 
these fees, but in lieu of them they pay nuzzerana, which, instead of being 
left to the \vill of the Rana, is now fixed at Rupees 8 per i?ent. on the 
actual produce. 

• Article 3. 

All sums which the Rana has paid or may yet pay in indem- 
nifications for thefts and robberies proved to have ocenrred within their 
fiefs, to. be repaid by the Chiefs with interest at Rupees 6 per cent, 
for the past, and 12 per cent, for the future. 

Aeticle 4. 

Tliieves, dacoits, Thorics, Baorecs, Mogheas, and outlaws, are not 
to be harboured by the Chiefs. All participators in the proceeds of 
robbey;, receivers of stolen jroods, or jjrotectors of thieves, will be 
held as guilty as the thieves. They will, with the concurreuce of the 
Political Agent, be punished by fine or imprisonment. All merchants, 
traders, caravans, Bunjaras, and travellers are to be protected in passing 
tlirougb the territories of the Chiefs, who will be answerable if plundered, 
provided they have given notice of their arrival and taken reasonable 
precautions for their own protection. Plunderers of all kinds are to be 
apprehended and made over to the Mabarana. If the Chiefs are unable 
to do this, they must report it to His Kighnes’, and the Political Agent' 
conjointly with the ilabarana will settle upon the responsible party. All 
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bnt not at a less rate tban one anna or at a greater than eight annas per 
diem for caeh man. None are to be tortured or ill-treated. 

Article 14. 

The Sfaharana, the Political Agent, and the Chiefs Trill each 
appoint three Agents of character and knoirledge, and tliese \7ill name a 
seventh to draw up a Code of Rules consonant to Eajwarra customs 
and justice, for the future settlement of all Criminal and Civil cases, and 
by which in future all parties must be adjudged j the Code to be 
approved of by the Political Agent. ^ 

Article 15. 

The constituted courts will settle all cases of importance and any 
that may come before them. The Chiefs may adjudicate suits of minor 
consequence between their retainers and ryots, and may imprison culprits 
for one month, though not ill-treat or torture them. An appeal in 
any case may be made irom their decision to the Minister and from 
him to the Political Agent. 

ARTictn 16. 

Suma, or sanctuary, except for murder, dacoity, or treason, will 
continue with those who have hitherto held it. 

Article 17. 

Dhanjguria or hereditary councillorsbip was not allowed by Captain 
Tod, nor has it since been admitt^. It rests on the pleasure of the hlaba- 
rana who in future, in matters of importance, will be guided by the 
advice o^ the Political Agent and that of four or five loyal and well- 
disposed Chfefs. 

• Article 18. 

Tlio ancient usages avd privileges of Clue&, temples, religious 
establishments, &c., to coiftinuc. The An or oath of alle'nance to be 
observed as of old. 

Article 1th 

No person to be seized on the plea of sorcery, witchcraft, or 
incantations. In cliajpcs of poisoning or of criminal intercourse [both 
cognizable by the courts} the Durbar is in no way to interfere.

Tlie "Malianna is only to levy fines tlirongli a written order of the - 
^kliiuster, in which must be shown the reasons for le\)ing, and the

Article 22

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, Aj^nCLE 25. 

The Kana vrill not interfere in mortgages of houses, lands, S:e., though 
he may discourage them as much as possible. He mil not take interest 
•from his troops for advances, but pay them regularly every four months. 
Nor 'null he permit his name to be used in shops or in any way in trade. 

Abticle 26. 

Tlie Chiefs were prohibited in former Kaulnamalis from uniting 
or banding together. This has not been attended to. All such comhi- 
nations are now unnecessary, as every one can, if he has a real grievgnee, 
immediately obtain redress; and they will therefore in futureEubject those 
entering into them to be treated as enemies to the State. 

Article 27. 

An Agent from each Chief to reside at court, through whom husi«. 
ness will he transacted. Persons of respectability only to be deputed, and 
they will bo treated according to custom and the rank of their master. 

Article 2S. 

All ryots [cultivators] whether of the Crown or of the Chiers 
lands can settle wherever they please, \mmolestcd. Any suits against 
them must be referred to tbe courts of law. All people, high or low, 
can appeal to tbe Political Agent. 

• Article 2D. 

Tlie Crown lands being responsible for the protection of the British 
Govcniraent daks and banghccs, the Chiefs must he equally responsible 
in their jaghircs and in like manner make good all losses by plunderers. 

Article SO. 

. After the execution of this Kanlnamab, which abrogates all previous 
ones, any disputes that arise at any time between the Durbar and 
Cliicfs, on points not mentioned or that may be doubtful, mu^ he 
brought to notice within three montlis, fo^^’thc decision of the Political 
Agent in ^leywar and the Governor Generars Agent in Bajpootana, 
who-^c dcaision will be final. Any case not submitted within the above 
^veriod will be dismisse^T as groundless. 



jeVpore. 

The present State of Jeyporc was founded by Dliola Kai in A. ?». 967. 
Tlio family belong to the Cuebwaba tribo of Rajpoots and claim 
descent from Rama, King of Ajoodhia, between whom and Dhola Rai 
are said to have intervened thirty-four generations. At the time of the 
foundation of the Je^^or® State, the country of Rajpootana was divided 
among petty Rajpoot and Mcena Chiefs, all owing allcgtance to tho 
Hindoo Kings who then ruled in Delhi. 

At an early date Jej'^iore succumbed to tho Mahomedans. Rajah 
Bhngwan Dass was the first Rajpoot Chief who allied himself by 
marriage with the I*Iahomedan Emperors of Delhi. Jeypore'family 
fm-nished the Emperors with some of their most distinguished military 
leaders. One of the Chiefs of 5’eypore, Jey Sing II., who began to rule 
in A. D. 1099, was distinguished by his intellectnal capacity and his 
liberal patronage of science and art. Ilis attainments in mathematics 
and astrouomy have made bis name known to European scholars. At a 
later period the Rajahs of Jcypore united with Oudeyporo and Jodhpore 
to resist the Jlahomedan power. To obtain the privilege of re-marr}dng 
with the Oudeypore family, which had been forfeited by marriage with 
the Emperors, they agreed, on the occasion of such alliances, that the 
issue of the Oudeypore princess should succeed to tho State in preference 
to elder sons by other wives. This attempt to set aside the rights of 
elder sons brought great disasters botli on Jeypore and Oudeypore. 

The IMahratta supremacy over the Rajpoot States had* succeeded 
that of the JIahomedans when the political relations of the British 
Government with Jeypore commenced in 1803. Juggut Sing was 
then Maharajah of Jcypore. In pnrsuance of the general policy-of 
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tlie JJritlsh Government at the, commencement of the JIahratta war 
to exclude llie Sfahrattas from Hindostan by nniting the Rajpoot Chiefs 
in a subsidiary alliance with the British Government, a Treaty (No. IX.) 
had been concluded in 1803 with the ilaharajah of Jcyporo. Tliat 
Chief, however, fulfilled his obligations very 'imperfectly, and Lord 
Cornwallis, ttho liad resolved to abandon the system of subsidiary 
alliance, declared the connection with Jeypore to he dissolved, and 
withdrew from that State the protection of the British Government. 
But before this resolution had been cpmmunicatcd, the Maharajah had 
retrieved his credit by heartily co-operating against Uolkar with Lord 
Late, •who had thereupon assured him of continued support. %he 
policy of fiord Cornwallis, however, was adopted by Sir George Barlow 
who, notwithstanding the remonstrance of Lord Lake made both on 
grounds of general policy and good faith, dissolved the alliance with 
Jc}’porc. 

The expediency of the dUsolntion of this alliance was considered 
to be very questionable by the Home Government, who in 1818 
directed that Jej'pore fhonld again be taken under protection if on 
opportunity afforded. But owing to the outbreak of the ^va^ unth Nepal, 
it was'consideri:;^! bettor to postjiODC any such measure until it could ho 
adopted as part of the general scheme for the suppression of the 
Pindarces. In 1817, when ncgociations were opened, it was found that 
the cancelracnt of the previous Treaty had rendered the Jcyporo State 
reluctant to enter into a fresh alliance. In time, however, the iiicre.ising 
nccc^sitiw of the State, the example of iU neighbours, and tho apprehen- 
sion of being excluded from British protection, tho continued exactions 
of Ameer Khan'-e troops who, were permitted to remain in the country 
till Jeypore should enter into the general scheme of suppressing the 
Pimlarcos, and the armngcoicats in progress for forming separate engage- 
ments with the small States defending on Jeypore, which would have 
reduced her to insignificancy; all theso concurring caimc? led atdength 
to Jeypore accepting a Treaty (No. X.) on 2nd April 181S, by uhicli 
the protection of the British Government was extended to Jeypore, 
and the Maharajah agrcotl to furnish triops at the requisition of the 
BritUh Government, and to pay an annual tribute of eight lakhs of 
Pkapecs until the revenue should exceed forty lakhs, after which five- 
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Sixteenths of the excels were to be pnuj ir addition to the eight laUis 
The firat duty urg^d ou the Miharajali after the conclusion of the 
Treaty was the resumption of the lands ii«urped by the nobles and 
the reduction of the nobles to their proper relation of subordination 
to the ‘Maharajah Through the mediation of Sir David Ochterlony 
agreements (No XI) were entered into similar to these formed at 
Oudeyporo The usurped, lands were restored to the Maharajah and the 
nohks were guaranteed in their legitimate rights and posco &ions * 

In 1818 Juggut Sing ended a life which had heen spent in the 
gTO«!sest debauchery lie died regretted by none lie left no sons, 
and an attempt was made to put jMohun Sing, a distant relative of 
the family, in power, hut on 25th April ISIO a posthumous son was 
born by one of the Ilaiioes, and he was rocogmsed as heir both by the 
Jeypore nobles aud the Dritish Goicrnmeot, under the Kegcncy of his 
mother Till the Ranee’s death m 1883, Jeypore was a scene of comip- 
tion and mi«goNcmment, and the British Government found it noccs- 
*• eary to appoint an Officer to reside at Jeypore and to authorize him to 
interfere in the internal admimstratiou of the State, with the aaow of 
guarding the interests of Goicrnment and securing the paymcnl*o£ 
the tnhutc 

The young Maharajah Jey Sing died m 1833, leaiang a young 
son, Ram Sing, the present IMaharajah, then under two years of age* It 
was supposed that the Rajah was poisoned by one Jota Ram, the 
paramour of the late Itanee, who under her influence had acquired 
great power in the State aud supplanted m the Office of Minister Rawul 
Byree Lall, the nominee of tho British Govermnent On the death of 
the Maharajah, the Agent to the Governor General proceeded to Jeypore 
to mobe enquiries, reform the admimstratiou, and assume the 'guardian- 
ship of the infant heir The strong measures which ho adopted led to 
the formation Kif a conspiracy by Jota Ram Tlie Agent’s life was 
attempted and his Assistant was murdered^ The murderers were seized 
and executed by order of Rawul Byree Lall whom the Agent had 
appointed minister, and Jota Ram and lus fellow-conspiratois were xm- 
^ pnsoned for life in the fort uf •Chunar, 

Largo arrears of tribute had accumulated during tho long course of 
misgoveinment lu Jeypore, and the lesourccs of the State were nearly 
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EAxrOOT- ruinctl. It therefore again became necessary for the British Govem- 
ment to interfere in the internal administration. A council of 
Jrjpon. Itegcncy, consistijjg of fire of the principal nobles^ was formed under 
the superintendence of a Political Agent for whose decision all measures 
of importance were submitted} the army was reduced, every branch 
of the administration was reformed, and snttee, slavery, and infanticide 
were prohibited. The tribute was fonnd to be far in excess of a fair 
proportion of the revenue; and thereforein 1812 a remission was mado 
of forty-six Jaklzs of arrears, and the annual tribute was reduced to four 
lakbs of Rupees. ^ 

Tlie ^laharajali Ram Sing did good service daring the mutinies 
for whicli he received a grant of the pergunnah of Kote-k.isslm, under a 
jiromise to respect the revenue settlements made while the pergnnnah 
was under British management. lie has also received the privilege of 
^ adoption {No. III). lie is an intelligent ruler, and takes muefi interest 
in education and in opening up roads through bis State. 

Tlie right of succession to the State of Jeyporc, in the event of 
the failure of direct heirs, is supposed to bo vested in the Rajawuts 
or«tUo descendants of the main stock of Pirthce Raj, one of the former 
rulers, in contradistinction to the descendants of the other sons of 
Pirthce Raj. Of these sons there were twelve, to each of whom Krthco 
ILij*gave estates known as the twelve Kotrccs. Tlic present number of 
•Kotrccs, however, is more than twelve,* some having been obtained hy 
descendants of earlier rulers, while some of the Kotrccs created by 
Pirlbec Sing arc now extinct. ' 

Tlie area of Jcyporc is about 15,000 square miles and the popula- 
tion 1,000,000. A largo portion of the revenues of the State is alic- 
natoil in*jaglnres anOT religious grants, but the available receipts are 
Rupees 30,00,000. The larger portion of the Sambur Lake belongs to 
Jeyporc, and the salt manulacturcd from it juclds to the State a revenue 
'of about Rupees 4,00,000. local corps or contingents arc paid from 
Ibo re«onrccs of Jcyporc. Tlie eni*ctivc military force consists of 452 
Artillery, 4,C00 Infantry, 5,14*2 Cavalry, and 4,090 Naghas. The 
Mnhamjab receives a falntc of scvcplccn gflns.

ArTicix 7 

The Maharajah shall not entertain m his service, or m any manner 
give admission to, any English or French ^ulyects, or anv other person 
from among the inhabitants of Europe, without the consent of the 
Company's go% eminent 

' 'Tne above lTea!ty, comprised in seven Articles, bas been duly 
concluded and confirmed, by the seal and signature of His Excellency

This State ranis nest m importance to Oudcjporc and Jeyporo 
among the States of RajpooKna Tradition ascribes its foundation to 
Jodha, a descendant of the Rahtorc Rajpoot 1 mgs of Cananj, who is 
said to hare founded the <nly of Jodbpore about A n 145b Jodhporo 
became tributary to the Emperor Akbar The family give sc\cnl 
daughters in marriage to tlic Imperial family and furnished some distin- 
guished Generals to the Imperial army About the beginning of last 
century Rajah Ajeet Sing became a partj to the triple alliance with 
Oudeypote and Jcypore to throw off the Mahomedan yoke It was one 
of the conditions of this alliance that the Chiefs of Jeyporcand Jodhporo 
should regain tho privilege of mamago with the Oudej'porc family which 
they had forfeited by contracting alliances with the Emperors, on the 
understanding that the offspring of the prmce«scs of Oudeypore should 
succeed to the State m preference to all other children The quarrels to 
which this stipulation gave nse led to the invitation of the help of 
the Mahratta leaders by the aspirants to poner in support of their 
claims and the subjection of all the Rajpoots States to the Court of 
Poona Jodhpore was conquered by Sindia, who levied from it a tribute 
of silty lakhs of Rupees and took from it the fort and city of 
Ajmere 

At the commencement of tho war of 1803, llaun Sing had just been 
elected by tbc nobles to be. Chief of Jodhpore after a long struggle with

of ratifying it, Mann Sipg proposed another In the meantime he 
had also given assistance to Holkar The Treaty was therefore formally 
cancelled in hlay ISO't, and ^laun Sing was left to his own resources 
Thereafter Jodhpore was ruined ly internal disputes regardjng the 
succession of Dhotul Smg, a reputed son of Bheem Sing, and by a 
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BUl'OOT- (li<a<!lrous war with Jeypore, in which the freebooter Ameer Khan, 
‘ - after cspoiLsinj firet the cause of Jcyporc and then of Jodhporc, terri- 
j^),i-yre. the Jlalianjah into abdication and pretended insanity, and assum- 

• in" the management of the country himself for two years, ended by 

plnnderin" tlic freasiiiy and Icarin" the country' with its resources 
completely exhausted. 

CImtter Sing, the only son of the iraharajah, assumed the Regenev 
on the withdrawal of Ameer Khan in 1S17. With him negociations 
wore commenced at the ootbreak of the'^Pindaree ^var and a Treaty 
(No. Xin.) was concluded in Jannary ISIS, by which Jodhporc^ was 
t.akcn under ‘the protection of the British Gov’cmmont, tlie tribute 
payable to SindLa was transferred to the British Goveniment, and the 
Maharajah engaged to furnish 1,500 Horse for general sevice whenever 
rcfjuiretl, and the whole forces of the Jodhporc State when neccssarr. 
Chuttcr Sing died from the effects of dissipation shortly after the con- 
clusion of the Treaty, whereupon bU father threw off the mask of 
insanity and resumed the administniion. 
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By the Sth Article of the Treaty pf 1818 the Jodhpore SHte was 
bound to furnish a contingent of 1,500 Horse Under this Article a 
demand was made in 1832 for a force to co operate against freehootere 
who occupied Nuggur Parker The contingent failed in its duty and 
proved perfectly useless In 1835, therefore, the obligation to furnish the 
contmgent was commuted (No XVI ) to an annual payment of Eupces 
1,16,000 towards the Jodhpore Legion, which was then raised This 
Legion mutimed in 1857 Its place is now supplied by the Ennpoora 
Irregular Force The commandant of the Force is also Political Supenn- 
teiident of Sirohec and Slagistrate of l^Iount Aboo Besides the contri- 
bution for theUrinpoora Force, Jodhpore pays a tribute of Rupees 98,000, 
a remission of Rupe^ 10,000 having been made m 1847, in considciation 
of the cession (No XVII ) to the British Government of the rights of 
Jodhpore to the province and fort of Omerkotc This prov inco fell to 
the possession of Jodhpore in 1780, bi^t it was wrested from that State 
m 1813 by the Talpore Ameers of Sind After the conquest of Sind, 
Government promised to restore it to the Maharajah But as the fort of 
Omerkote was a valuable frontier post and the district coold not bn con- 
trolled by Jodhpore, it was considered best for the British Government 
to retain po««ession of it, aud to give to Jodhpore a money compensation 
in the shape of remission of tribute 

TYithm p few months after Ins resumption of power, hfaharajah 
Maun Sing put to death or impnsoned most of the Chiefs who, during 
his assumed imbecility, had shown any unfncndly feeling towards him 
Many of the other nobles fled from Ins tyranny and found refuge m 
neighbouring States The exiled party appealed for aid to the Bntish 
Government Aid was refused but an accommodation, XVIII was 
effected with the hlahatajah through the mediatiou of the Bntish 
Government In 1827 the recn&ant nobles assembled their followers, 
and putting the pietcnder Dhokul Sing at their head, prepared to 
invade Jodhpore from the Jeypore terntoiy By givung facilities for 
this attack on Jodhpore, the Jeypore State was considered to have 
violated its Iteaty engagements in sneh a flagrant manner as to justify 
the British Government m adopting any measures which might seem 
expedient, both for resenting Iho in&action of a positiv e engagement, 
and for preventing its mischievous effect*! Strong remonstmnees were 
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RAJPOOT- therefore addressed to tlio MaVarajali of Jcypore, Altliougli tlie attack 
on Jodhporc was Leaded by Marwar* nobles, tbo Maharajab looked on it 
Jodkporc. jjg foreign aggression, and daimed protection under tbe Treaty of 
1818. Dboknl Sing was tberefore called on by the British Government 
to retire from the confederacy. lie withdrew to Jhujjur and tbe Chiefs 
settled their dilTerencea among themselves. At the same time Govern- 
ment declared that although it might perhaps he required to protect 
the Maharajah against unjitst usurpation or wanton but too powerful 
rebellion, there was no obligation to support him against universal 
disalTection and insurrection caused by his o\vn injustice, innai’acity, and 
misrule. 

In 1839, in consequence of disputes with the nobles and the 
subjection of the Maharajah to priestly influence, the misgovemment 
of Jodhporc was such that the British Government was compelled to 
interfere. A force was marched*lo Jodhporc, of which it held military 
occupation for five months, and Jfaun Sing executed an engagoment 
(No. XIX.) to ensure future good government. The engagement was 
a personal one, and ceased with his life on Gth September 1813. 

Maun Sing died in 1813 without sons of his body and without 
adopting a son. The sncccssion lay between tho Chiefs of Edur and 
Ahmednuggur in tho Bombay I^idcncy, Bdur being the nearest 
of kin. It was left to the n-ido\vs, the nobles, and tho state officials 
interested to select the Chief whom they should desire to rule over 
them. Their choice fell on Tukht Sing of Ahmednuggur, whom 
mth his son Jes\vunt Sing they invited to Jodhporc. At this time 
Dhokul Sing, the supposititious son of Bheem Sing, revived his claims, 
hut they were set aside. 

On his removal to Jodhporc, Tukht Sing left his son Jeswunt 
Sing at Ahmednuggur and claimed the right to retain Ahmednuggur in 
his family on the ground that the former ruler Birthee Sing had adopted 
Jeswunt Sing, and he, TuVht Sing, had only been regent and not 
actual ruler of Ahmednuggur, Inquiry, however, proved that for two 
years Tukht Sing had been, and had been recognized a4, the ruler of 
Ahmednuggur, and that by tbe customs ot Bajpootana and Goojerat and 
by Hindoo law the right of succession- of his family in Ahmednuggur 
was cancelled by his acceptance of power in Jodhporc. It was therefore 
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decided iii 1848 tliat Alimcdmiggnr shguld lapse to Edur from ^^blcb : 
State it Ind been severed in 1784^ and that Tokbt Sing should remove bis _ 
family from Ahmednuggnr and al»fnm from all interference m its affairs 
Maharajah Tubbt Sing is still ruler of Jodhpore He did good service 
during the mutinies and has received the right of adoption (No. Ill ) 
lie IS entitled to a salute of seventeen guns. 

The area of Jodhpore is 35,672 square miles, with a population 
of 1,788,600 Tlie revenue is about seventeen and a half lalJi®, of which 
ahout five lahhs are denved from salt. Tlie troops kept up by the State 
do not ca^jjped 6,000 men. The Polilital Agent is also President of 
the Jlarwar luterjunsdictional Court of Vakeels, which decides all 
border disputes arising between Jlickanccr, Jcssnlmere, Kisliengurh, 
SiroLcc, Pahlunporcj and Jodbpoic The court is composed of vakeels 
from these Stales and from Oudeypore, Jejporo, and Stekur It meets 
once a jear at Ajmere, Calmcrc, Nagorp, and Mount Aboo

"Whereas Maliarajali IMaun Sing Bahadoor, Bajab of Jodbpore, 
having agreed to pay yearly, from the beginning of the month of Poose 
Sudee Proounmasee Snmbnt 1892, the sum of one lath and fifteen 
thousand Kuldar Rupees in lieu of the Contingent of fifteen Imndred 
home Tvhich he is bound to furnish when required, as specified in the 
eighth Article of his Treaty with the British Government, dated Delhi 
the Cth January 1818; this paper is written as an agreement which 
cancels, on the part of tlie British Government, the following words of 
the said eighth Article of the said Treaty, niV. ; “The State of Jodlipore 
shall furnish fifteen himdred horse when required, and provides for the 
pecuniary payment at Ajmero by the State of Jodhpore ns above stated, 
t'is.j “ one lakh and fifteen thousand Knldar Rupees per year." The 
first payment of one lakh and fifteen thousand Rupees to he made on 
the first day of the month of Poose Sumhut 1693, and the same to bo.

Article 9. — It was also desired to introduce a notice of the "Fouj < 
IClnirch,” or the fepensc of the present armament as payable by Jodhporc. 
Slaun Sing urged that although the amount must of course be paid, yet it 
was nnnccessarj’ to introduce the mention of it amongst Articles relating 
to permanent charges against, and the future government of, the State. 

Article 11. — Horned cattle, pea-fowl, and pigeons are the only beasts 
and birds believed to be held sacred. 

Artielelfi . — What relates to the ncgoeialion of the engagement hy. 
Lieutcnant.Coloncl Sutherland in virtue of authority conferred on him 
by the Governor General stood originally attbc head of the paper, but 
was changed hy the Maliarajah to the bottom. 
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The ruling family of Boondoo belong to the Hara<kribe of Rajpoots. 
Tlic first Rajah with whom the British Government had any intercourse 
was Omeda, who gave most efficient assistance to Colonel Monsdn^s 
army in its jetreat before Ilolkar in 1804, and brought down on liimself 
the vengeance of Holkarj.he died in 1804 after a mlc upwards of 
fifty years, and was succeeded by his infant eon, Bishen Sing. During 
the IMahratta supremacy this State suffered much at the hands of 
Sindia and Holkar, who- virtually assumed the management of its 
revenues. 

Tlio territory of Boondee was so situated as to be of great importauco 
during the war in 1817 in cutting off the flight of the Pindarecs. 
Mnha Rao Bishen Sing early .accepted the Brilish alliance, and a Treaty 
(No. XX.) was concluded with him on 10th February 1818. Althongh 
his forces were inconsiderable, he co-operated heartily with the British 
Government.. It was this connection urith the British Government that 
raised Boondee from tho lamcntablo condition to which it had been 
reduced by the Jlalirattas. By the Treaty of 1818 the tribute paid 
to Ilolkar and the lands in Boondee held by Holkar were relinquished 
to the Rajah, who engaged to pay to the British Government the share 
of tribute he had hitherto paid to Sindia. The tribute was fixed at 
Rupees 80,000, of which half W'as on account of two-thirds of the 
perg^nnah of Patun held by Sindia; the’ remaining one-third of tho 
perguunah which had been held by^lolktir was restored to Boondee 
under Article 4 of the Treaty. It had bwn tjje intention of Government 
to restore to Boondee the territories usurped by Sindia as well as by 
Holkar, and under the heligf that the two-thirds of Patun had been 
so usurped, these districts werfi entered in the schedule of the Treaty. 
It was not known at the time that the wholo perguunah of Patun 
had been ceded to tbe Peishwa during tbe ministry of Nana Fiumaveso 
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n\JroOT- for assistance rendered in csp^Iing n usurper from Boondee, and tliat 

ana. peisliwa had conferred two-lhirda of it on Sindia and the rest on 

Hoomiee. ip{,e real state of the case, however, was afterwards discovered, 

nnd the tribute of Rupees 40^00 on account of the two-thirds of Patun 
was never exacted from Boondcc. As compensation to llolkar'for the 
share of Patun of which he was deprived, an annual payment of Rupees 
30,000 is made to him by the British Government. In 18t4 Sindia 
transferred to tlgj British Government the two-thirds of Patun as 
part of the territories ceded in trust Tor the support of the Contingent; 
the* Chief of Boondee’^ thereupon renved the '•question of its cession 
to him. Sindia was unwilling to give up the suzerainty, but in 1847 
an agreement (No. XXI.)* was eflccted urith t!ie consent of the 
Gwalior JDurhar, hy which the district was ra.sde over in perpetuity to 
Boondee on payment of Rupees 80,000 a year, to be credited to the 
Gwalior Durbar. Under the Treaty of 18C0 with^ Sindia the sovereignty 
of the two-thirds of Patun was transferred to the British Government, 
so that Boondee now holds the district as a perpetual fief from Die 
British Government, subject to a payment of Rupees 80,000 in addition 
to the tribute of Rupees ^0,000 payable under the Treaty of 1818 ns 
* the “ chouth of Boondee and other places.*’ 

Bishen Sing died on 14th July 1821, nnd was succeeded by his 
son. Ram Sing, the present Maha Rao, who was then about eleven years 
of age. During the long minority which ensued, the British Govern- 
ment bad on more than one occasion to interfere in the internal 
administration of the State. Maha Rao Ram Sing was so indifferent 
in his allegiance to the British Government during the mutinira of 
1857, that friendly iniercourse with him was broken off and not resumed 
till 18G(h The Maha Rao b.as received the right of adoption (No. III.).

The Slaha Rao Rajah of Boondee having made application through 
the British authorities to be vested in Istumrar or perpetuity with the 
sole management of the two third shares of the villages comprising the 
district of Isjshorie Patun ceded by the Gwalior Durbar to the British 
Government by Treaty of 13th January 1844, m part payment for the 
expenses of the contingent, and now under the management of the 
Snpenntendent*‘of Jawud Neemnch, and the Gwahor Durbar liaving 
given its as'sent to this tranfer in Isturarat^^^/aj perpetuity, nnder certain 
specified conditions, the followmg agreement has been entered into — 


Article 1 * 

The Jlaha Rao Rajah of Boondec for him«elf and Ins heirs hereby 
agrees to pay into the treasury of the Superintendent of Jawud Neemuch 
the earn of Company's Rupees (bO 000) eighty thon&and b) two equal

Zahm Sing a Treaty (No \XII ) was concluded with the Kotah Chief 
in pccemher 1817, by which Kotah was taben under the protection 
of the British Government, the tribute formerly paid to the Mahrattas 
was made payable to the British Government, who accounted to Sindia 
for his share, and the Maha Rao was to furmsh troops according to hie

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Daring the life of Malia Kao Omcid^Sing no inconvcnJcnco was felt HA 

from tbe^arrongemenfs made by the IVcaty of 1817, by which one person 

was recognized as the titular Chief and another was guaranteed as tho 
actual ruler; but on his death in .1820 his successor, Kishoro Sing, 
attempted to secure .the actual administration by force. An accom- 
modation was effected after the defeat of Kishoro Sing by a British force. 
Kishoro Sing received an allowance of ‘Bupces 1^61,000, and on his 
part recognized''tho pcYpctual administration of» Zalini Sing and his 
heirs (No. XXiy.) ■ - ' ^ 

Zalim Sing died in 1821, and his son Xiadho Sing succeeded him. 
Thc'unfitness of Madho Sing for ofllcc was matter of.notorict}’ ; hut 
he received .undisputed charge of the admini««traCion under the Treaty. 

In 1828 Kishoro Sing*" thoj^laha Rao was succeeded by his ncplicw Ram 
Sing, the present Chief. In 1B51 the disputes between Ram Sing and 
his Minister Muddtm Sing, the son and successor of Madho'.Sing, hrpko 
out afresh. There was danger of a popular rising for the cspulsidn 
of the minister; and it was therefore resolved with the consent of tho 
Chief of Kotah to dismember the State and to create the new principality 
of Jhallawur as a separate provision for tho descendants of Zalim Sing. 
Seventeen pergunnahs, yielding a revenue of twelve bkhs of llupccs, 
were made over to Muddtm Sing; this arrangement formed the basis 
of a new Treaty (No. XXV.) witli Kotah. The JIaha Rao^s tribute was 
reduced to Rupees 80,000, which sum was to be paid by Jballawiir, 
and he agreed to maintain an auxilwiy' force at a cost of not more 
than three lakhs of Rupees. It was with much reluctance that the 
JIaha Rao agreed to the formation of this force ; and in consequence 
of his repeated remonstrances the •payment for it was reduced, to two 
lakhs in 1844, and it jvas agreed that if this sum should prove in- 
sufficient, the difference* would be paid from the Kotah tribute. At tho 
same time the Chief was warned that if he failed to make his payments 
punctually, a territorial security would be required both for the tribute 
and the payments for the auxiliary force.

The existence of JUallan'ar as a separate dependency dates only 
from 1838, when the Kotah principality was dismembered.* On the 
establishment of Raj Rana Mudon Sm^ in Jballawar a Treaty (No. 
XX'VI.) was concluded on the 8th April 1838, by which he acknowledged 
British snpreraacy, engaged not to negociatc with any other power 
without the sanction and knowledge of that Government, agreed to 
supply troops according to his means, and to pay an annual tnbute of 
Rupees 80,000. Agreeably to the 8rd Article of the above Treaty, 
Mudim Sing, on assuming charge of his new principality, was vested 
with the title of Jfaharaj Rana. Ho was to be placed exactly on the 
same footing as all the other rulers in Rajpootana, and to receive the right 
of adoption if that right should be conceded to other rulers; but the 
succession, was to be limited to the descendants of Zalim Sing. . 

In 18-i5, Mudun Sing died, and was succeeded by Pirthee Sing, 
the present ruler. During the mutinies of 1857-58, this Chief rendered 
good service by conveying to places of safety several Europeans who 
had taken refuge in his districts. He has been guaranteed (No. III.) 
the privilege of adoption. He receives a salute of fifteen guns. 

The estimated average amount of revenue of this State is between 
fourteen and fifteen lakhs of Rupees. It jJUys Rupees 80,000 a year 
to the British Government as tribute; no local corps or contingents 
lire paid from the resources of Jhallawar; the area of {he State is 
2,500 square miles; and the popnlatioa 2,20,000. The entire military 
force of the State is about 500 Horse and 3,500 Infantry.

Ameer Khan, the companion m arms of Jeswunt Kao IIolLar, ^ho 
played a most conspicuous part m all the distnctious uliicli preceded 
the Bntish settlement of Malwa Ameer Klnn was hy connection, 
hahit, and disposition essentially a Pmdircc On the cntrincc of tlic 
Bntish into 5*Ialwa he made oacrturcs to he admitted to protection, 
hut the conditions ho proposed were too cxtraiogant to be accedetl 
to Ho aras however otTered a guarantee of all the lands he held under 
grants from Ilolkar and the protection of the British Goicrnmont, on 
condition of his abandoning the predatory system, dismissing his arm}, 
surrendenng his artillcrj with exception of forty guns, to tlio British 
at a valuation, and furnisbiug a body of troops to co operate with the 
British force It was deemed both just and expedient that the price 
of reclaimmg Ameer Klian from his predator} habits of life should be 
paid hy the Holkar State, whose weak and dishonest course of policy 
had raised him to his actual power The request of Ameer Klian to 
bo confirmed in lands Bimilarly obtained from different Kajpoot States 
YiVidsa tascsiswA.nViX'ei oS and tfitwVioVi ad- 

jected To the terms ofiered him Ameer Khan agreed, and they were 
embodied m a Treat} (No XXVII ) m Noaember 1817 To the tern- 
tones thus guaranteed, the fort and distnct of Rampoora were added 
h} the British Goaemment as a free gift, and a loan of three lakhs of 
Rupee'!, afterwards conaerted into a gift, was made to him The district

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Tms’pctty State paid a tribute of Rupees 25,000 to the Peishwa, 
which was ceded to the British Government bj the 14th Article of the 
Treaty of Poona in 1817 The Maharajah had made over the nllngo 
of Machulporc and its dependencies to the management of the Peishwa 
in lieu of the tribute, but as it was inconvement for the British 
Government to take possession of such isolated villages, the tribute 
was rehnqxusbed at the time of the conclnsion of the Treaty (No XXI\ )

nobles The principal cau«cs of quarrel were his desire to cmsli the 
Thahoor of Futtchgurh, who had set up claims to independence, hut 
had been declared ly the Bntish Gorernment to he a feiidator} of 
Kishengnrh, dnd an attempt to cofnmute the personal services of his 
feudatories 'to a money payment Tlie Maharajah fled to Delhi, nherc 
he busied himself in hujing honorary j#)nlcges from the Kang, such 
as the right to wear stockings in the rojal presence, meanwiiilc the 
disputes at Kishengurh grew more senous, the insurgents seeking aid 
from Kotah, and the ^faharajah from Boondee In thc'C disputes the

DHOLKPORE 


LtKiNDAU SiNO, better Lnomi as the Kana of Golmil, was the 
first Chief of Dholepore with whom the British Government formed 
political relations The family belong to the Jat tribe, nnd first rose 
to notice under the Peishwa Bajee Rao After the overthrow of the 
Mahrattas at Piniput, the uncle of Luhindar Sing rebelled and pos- 
sessed himself of the fort of Gwalior During the ^laliratta war which 
ended in tlie peace of Salbyc,* the British Government formed a Treaty 
{No XWI ) wnthLiiViadarSingin 1709, both as a barncr ngamstinia- 
sion of the Bntish tcrntoncs and as a basis for creating a diversion m 
favor of the military operations from Bombay By this Treaty Govern- 
ment agreed to furnish the Maharana with a force for the defence of hts. 
dominions or for their enla^mont b) coniiuost from the Mahrattas, 
to share with him their joint conquests, except the terntonos eon 
stituting Ins jaghire and then in po-^^sion of the Slahrattas, and to 
embrace the Jilaharana in any peace concluded with the ilahrattas 
Accordmg^j m the fourth Article of tht Treat) with Sindia of 18th 
October 1781, it is stipulated that Smdta shall not mterfere with the 
terntones of Jlaharana Lukindnr Sing so long as the "Maharana observes 
Ins Treaty watb the English After the peace of Salbye, however, the 
Maharana was abandoned on the ground that he had been guilty of 
treacber), and Sindia le possessed himself of Gobud and Gwalior 

Ambajee Ingliah,^who was Governor of Gobud, seeing the rapid 
success of the British arms in 1803, threw olF his allegiance to Sindia 
and joined the forces of the Bntish Government, who concluded a 
Treaty (No VXXII ) by which he agreed to surrender the fort of 
Gwalior and certain districts which the Government intended to confer

sions free of tribute The districts ceded lay Ambajee Ingliah under the 
2nd Article of his Treaty were made over to Sana Keerut Sing by Treaty DAoIe^w-ff 
(No XXXIII) on 17th January I804-, with exception of the fort and 
city of Gwalior, which were permanently ceded to the British Govern- 
ment Ambajee Ingliah was from the first insincere in his Treaty, and 
was active lu endeai ounng to excite Sindia to unite with Holkar , the 
Treaty with him therefore became null and void By the 9th Article 
of the Treaty of Suijec Angengaom, S ndia agreed to renounce all 
claims on his feudatories with whom the British Government had made 
Treaties provided that none of the temtones belonging to the Maha- 
rajah situated to the southward of those of the Rajahs of Jeypore 
and Jodhpore and the Rana of Gobud, of which the revenues have been 
collected by him or his Amddars, or have been applicable as Serinjaraee 
to the payment of his troops, are granted away by such Treaties This 
clause gave use to a dispute which threatened for some time a bieach 
of the peace established with Sindia Sindia argued that the Treaties he 
was hound to respect could not embrace the Rana of Gohud, inasmuch as 
the pretensions of that family had been extinct and their territories had 
been in Smdia’s possession, for thirty years The right, however, was 
clearly with the British Government both by the Treaty w!th Ambajee 
Ingliah and bj conquest, and the discussions did not prevent Sindia from 
concluding the Treaty of defensive alliance with the British Government* 
on 27th Tebruary 1804, although he shortly afterwards again hazarded 
fins alliance by attacking and plundering the camp of the British Resi- 
dent and detamiug the Resident a prisoner 

One of the obstacles to the establishment of the peaceful policy 
adopted by Lord Cornwallis m 1805 was the retention of Gwalior and 
and Gohud from Sindia The Goiemor General deemed it expedient to 
abandon the connection with the Rana independently of anj reference to 
the settlement of differences with Sindia, ^nd hadrfio hesitation in resolv- 
ing to transfer lo Dowlnt Rao Smdia tlie possession of Gwalior and 
Gohud On this basis the Treaty with Sindia, dated 23Td November 
lb05, was concluded, and by a Separate Treaty (No XXXIV ) the per- 
gunnahs of Dholepore, Baree, and Rajkerah were assigned to the Rana 
of Dholepore Tlie river Churabul thus becimc the boundarj between 
Siiidia’s territories and Dholepore 
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Mabarana Kecnit Sing lived to a, great age. He died in 183C, 
and was succeeded by tbo present Chief Bhugwunt Sing. Tliis Chief 
rendered assistance to the fugitives from Gwalior in 1857 ; but his 
Minister Deo Huns incurred the displeasure of Government by plun- 
dering villages in tho Agra district. In 1SC2, in con«:equenee of the 
intrigues of Deo Iluns and his attempts to subvert the authority of 
his Chief, it was found necessary to remove him to Benares, where 
he has been placed under Burveillance* 

Bluigwunt Sing has received the right of adoption (Ko. III.) 
lie is entitled to a salute of fifteen guns. His territory covers an 
area of 1,Q2C square miles, contains a population of 600,000, and 
yields a revenue of Ilupecs 0,00,000. The military force of the State 
consists of about 2,000 men.

As by the third Article of the present Treaty the districts of Dhole- 
pore, Baree, and Rajekecrah, have, in conformity to the request of Maha- 
rajah Ranah, been granted to him in sovereignty, and will remain exempt 
from all orders of the Adawlut, or other demands of the Honourahla 
Company, Maharajah Ranah hereby agrees to take upon himself the 
responsibility of adjusting all disputes wbieh may arise, eitbor external or 
internal, and no responsibility for- assistance or protection remains ^vith 
the Honourable Company. 

Tlie above Treaty, comprised in four Articles, framed in conformity 
to the Articles agreed upon by the contracting parties at Gwalior, on the 
19th December 1805, corresponding with the 28th of Ramzaun, 1220 
Hegira, andwth the 14tb of Poos, 1862 Summnt, has been duly con- 
cluded, under the seals and signatures of Mr. Grieme fiercer and of 
Mahar.ijah Ranah Korrut Sing, in the vicinity of Agra, on the 10th day 
of January 1806, corresponding with 19th of Sowall, 1220 Hegira, and 
with tlif' Cth of ilang,'1862 Summut, and delivered, to the parties 
lespectively. 

Wlien a Treaty, containing the above four Articles, shall be deli- 
vered to ilaharajah Ranah'Kcrmt Sing, under the seal and signature of 
the llonourable the Governor General in Council, the present Treaty, 
under the seal and signature of Mr. Grieme Mer(?br, shall bo returned. 
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This Tieaty was ratifted by the HoPonrable the Governor General

BHURTPORE 


This Jat principality was founded by a freebooter named Birj, n’ho 
held the village of Smsunnee in the pergtinnah of Deeg , but the power 
of the State was chiefly extended dunng^ the decline of the Ifogiil 
Empire by bis great grandson Soonij Mali, who was killed in 1763 
Sooruj Mull left five sons, three of whom administered the State of 
Bhiirtpore in succession Dunng the rule of the third son Namnl Sing, 
the fourth son Runjeet Sing rebelled and called in tbe aid of Najjaf 
Khan, who stripped the family of all their po<s€S6ions except the fort of 
Bhnrtport, which wns held by Runjeet Sing At the interce«sion of the 
widow of Soomj hlull, honever, he restored to tbe family lands yielding 
nine hkhs of Rupees On the death of Nujjuf Khan, Sindia possessed 
himself of all his temtones including Bhuttpore, but ogam at the 
intercession of the widow of Sooruj Mull, he gave to Runjeet Sing 
eleven pergunnahs yielding ten Hkhs of Rupees, to which three per- 
gunnihs yielding four lakhs weie subsequently added as a reward for 
services rendered to General Perron These fourteen pergunnahs now 
constitute the State of Bhurtpore , 

At tbe commencement of the Mahratta war in 1803 the Biitish 
Goiernment concluded a Treaty (No XXXV) with Runjeet Sing, and 
in October 1803 conferred upon him the districts of Kishengurh, 
Ivntliower, Reworee, Gokul, and Saber After the battle of Deeg, Holkar 
took, refuge m the fort of Bhurtpore whither he was pursued by 
Lord Lake His surrender was demanded, but Runjeet Sing refused to 
give him up The fort was besieged Runjeet Sing made a memo- 
rable defence and repelled four assaults with a loss to tlie besic'^rs of 
• 3,000 men Tearing eventual defeat, however, and being nnable from the 
exhaustion of his resources to continue the war, Runjeet Sin" surren- 
dered the fort, and agreed to expel Holkar from his temtones A new 
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EAJPOOT Tieaty (No XX WI) wis concluded with him, by which he agreed 
ANA indemnity of twenty lakhs of Hapees, sev^en of which were 

Bkvripore subsequently lemiUed, and was guaranteed m the temtones nhich he 
held prenously to the accession of the British Government The 
pergunnahs which had been granted to him in 1803 were resumed 
Notwithstanding the leniency with which he had been treated, and 
the protection secured to him by this alliance from the rapacity of 
the Mahrattas, neitbei Ronjeet Sing nor his successor ever showed 
any attachment to the BntwK Government 

Maharajah Runjeet Sing died in 1805, leaving four sons, he was 
succeeded by the eldest, Rundheer Sing, who died in 1823 and was 
succeeded by his brother Buldeo Sing After a rule of about eighteen 
months, Buldeo Smg died, leaving a son Bulwunt Sing, then six years of 
age, who«e succession was recognized by the British Government, he 
was opposed and cast into pnson by his cousin Boorjun Sal, who had 
laid claims to the succession on Rundheer Sing’s death The Resident 
at Delhi moved out a force for the support of the rightful heir, but 
their march was stopped by Government, who did not consider that 
the recognition of the heir apparent during the life of his father imposed 
on it any obligation to maintain him in opposition to the wishes of 
the Chiefs and people "While Doorjuu Sal professed to leave the decision 
of his claims to the British Government, he made vast preparations 
to maintain them by force , he was secretly supported by the neigh- 
bouring Rajpoot and hlahratta Stat^ The excitement threatened to 
end m a protracted war, and accordingly, with a view to the preserva- 
tion of the public peace. Government determined to depose the usurper 
and place Buimiut Sing in power The fort of Bhurtpore was stormed 
on ISth January 1826 and dismantled, Dootiun Sal was earned a 
pmonci- to AUaholad, and the young; Maharajah was established m the 
succession nndec the regency ot his mother and the superintendence of a 
Political Ageat The Bapee *as removed in 1826 and the Ministcis of 
the State were formed into •> Council of Hegeney 

In lS3o Diilivunt Smg was put in charge of the administration, he 
die, m lSo3 and was succeeded by his ou'iy son Juswnnt Smg, the present • 
Maharajah, a minor The admiUBtration is at present conducted by n 
conned consisting of fiae Sirdais under the superintendence of a Political 
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Agent;. Tlie Maharajat has received a Sonnnd (No. III.) conferring on 
him the right of adoption ; he is entitled to a salute of seventeen gun«. 

The area of Bhnrtpore is 1,974 square miles, the population 650,000, 
and the revenue Rupees 31,00,000. Bhurtpore pays no tribute and no 
contribution to any local corps or contingent. Tho army consists of 
3,368 infantry, 2,214 cavalry, and 313 artillery.

The Ulmir State ia*compo«ed of petty Chiefships wbich till tbe 
middle of la&t eentary owed allegiaace to Jejqwre and Bhurtpore Tbe 
gouthem portion wa-> usurped dunng the minority of the Slaliarajah 
of Jejpore by Pertab Sinj, of the clan of Murookha Rajpoot^s, about 
1780 JIacherry was conquered from Bhurtpore Pertab Sing was 
eucceeded by his adopted son Bnktawur Sing, with whom the first rela- 
tions of the Bntish Goreromeut were formed Ahmud Buksh Khan,* 
the TJlwur Vakeel, joined Lord Lake at the commencement of the 
war with the llahrattas, and received the grant of Lobaroo from Ulwur 
and of Fetoiepore from Iiord Lake os a reward for liis services Tbe 
JIaha Rao Rajih accepted the protection of the British Government 
in 1803, and a Treat} (No XXX‘\^I ) of oflen«i\e and defensive alliance 
was concluded, Ulwur was to pay no tribute, but its troops were to 
CO operate with those of the British Government As a reward for the

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EAJPOOT- llie Maba Rao Rajah was reqnired to agree (No. Xlil.) to mate, a 
provision, half in land and half in money, for Bulmint Sing and the 
Uiuiir. lawful heirs of his body. "Hie lands reverted to tnwnr on the death 
of Bolwnnt Sing without issue- 

In 1831 a negociation was discovered between Ulwurand JejT>orc, 
originating in the desire of the Chief of UKvur to do fealty to Jeypore 
and receive a khillnt of investiture. This correspondence was consi- 
dered to he a brea<^ of Treaty engagements, hut not to bo in itself 
of much importance. 

Bunnee Sing died in 1857 after the outbreak of the mutinies. 
After the death of Bunnee Sing the Mahonaedan tnimsterg acqviired 
an aseendancy over his son Seodan Sing,, then thirteen years of age, 
which was obnoxious to the RajpooJ; nobles who rose and expelled them. 
The ministers were compelled to reside at Benares under surveillance, 
and a Political Agent was appointed to Ulwur to advise and assist the 
Council of Regency which was formed to conduct the administration 
during the young Chiefs minority. Seodan Sing attained his majority 
in September 1863, and was put in charge of the administiation, hut 
it was resolved to continue the Political 'Agent at Ulwut for a further 
period of two years. 

The area of Ulwur is about 3,800 square miles, and the popula- 
tion about 1,000,000 souls. The revenue from all sources is about sixteen 
lakhs of Rupees. The State pays no tribute or contribution to local corps 
or contingentsj it maintains .in army of 2,000 infantry and 1,500 cavalry. 
The Chief has received the tight of adoption (No. III.) He is entitled 
to a salute of fifteen guns. 

Among the lands granted to TRwur by Lord Lake in 1803 was 
the district of Neemrana. Obe Chief of this district for many years 
urged a claim to independence of Ulwur which was frequently rejected; 
the claim was brought forward again in 1860. A full investigation 
was made, and it was dearly proved that the Ulwur Chief had conferred 
the district on Chunderbhan, BajaU of Neemrana, subject to a payment 
of Rnpees 8,048, being the amount of tribute levied by the MahratLis on 
Neemrana; that, in consequence of Chunderbhan's rebellion, the lands 
■were afterwards resumed by Ulwur with consent of the British Gqvem- 
ment, and held tiinslB when a portion of them was restored; .md that 
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■svlien the jN’eeranina Chief claimed the rcs^ration of the remainder, the 
Britisli Government declined to interfere. It was therefore finally decided 
in 1S62 that Necmrana is a fief of Ulwur.

Bikakeer vns originally inlialiitcU by various small tnbes of Jats 
and others, the quarrels nmong uhich led to the conquest of the country 
by BiLa Sing, a son of Rajah Jodh Sing of Jodlipore After consolidat- 
ing his ponrer he conquered Bigorc from the Bhuttecs of Jc«sulmere and 
founded the city of Bikanecr, he died m a D 1505 Eai Sing, the 
fourth m descent from BiUa Sing, succeeded to power in 1573, and m 
hi3 time began the connection of BiLaneer wnlh the Delhi Emperors. 
Eai Sing became a leader of hor^c m Akbar's sera lec and received a grant 
of fifty two pergunnaha including Hansi and nis«ar 

The first Treaty (No \Ln) of the Bntish Government with 
BiLaneer was concluded with Soorut Sing who had succeeded to power 
m ISOl This chief had applied for the protection of the Bntish 
Government lu 1803 when his temtones were invaded by a force from 
Jodhpote and other States, but interference on the part of the British 
Government was contrary to the pobey which then prea ailed of with- 
draanng from all connection with the Chiefs to the west of the Jumna 
BiLaneer, however, was embraced in the general scheme of alliances formed 
at the hegmning of the Pindarec.war The :klaharajah was hound to 
subordinate co operation, and the Bntish Government engaged to protect 
his temtones and to reduce his rebellious subjects to obedience No 
tnbute was exacted, the Bikaneer State had paid none to the Mahrattas 
Soomt Sing died la 1828 and was succeeded hy Ins son Ruttun 
Sing The chief discussions with Bikaueer have been rermrdino’ disputed 
boundaries, but m 1829 the Maharajah, m violation of his Treaty 
engngements, invaded Je«snlmere to revenge some injunes committed by 
subjects of the latter Je^sulmere prepared an army to recent the invasion, 
and both parties applied to nmghbounng States for assistance, when the 
iintuh Government interfered, and through the arbitration of the

’ Maliarana of Oadeypore the dispute was settled, both parties making 
reparation for the injuries done. In 1830 also preparations were made, 
by the Resident at Delhi to send a force to Bikaneer to assist the Chief 
in reducing some rebellions nobles. The Resident acted under a misap- 
prehension of the tenor of the 6th and 7th Articles of the Treaty 
of 1818. These Articles referred to temporary circumstances ^and were 
carried out at the time. They gave the Chief of Bikaneer no right to call 
on the British Government for military aid against his disaffected subjects 
at any future period. Government was of opinion that the case was not 
one in which they were called on to interfere, and reminded the Resident 
that military aid should never be given to Native States for the 
suppression of internal disturhauces except under the specific authority 
of government. 

In 1844 the Bikaneer State agreed to a scale of duties on goods 
passing by the route of Sirsa and Bhawnlpore through Bikaneer. The 
transit trade of Bikaneer was at one time considerable. The principal 
route from Cabool to India lay through Bikaneer, and one of the chief 
advantages secured by the Treaty of 1818 was the protection of trade on 
that route. 

The present Chief, Sirdar Sing, succeeded to power in 1853. He 
receives a salute of seventeen guns. He has received the right of adoption 
(No. HI.). He ^d good service during the mutinies both by sheltering* 
Europcau fugitives and by co-operating against the rebels in the districts 
of Hansi and Hissar. As a reward for these services he received a grant 
(No. XLIII.) of forty-one villages which some years before had been 
declared to belong to the Sirsa district. In consequence of outrages 
committed from Bikaneer on sulgects^of Jodhpore, the Chief of Bikaneer 
was ih ISUX remindecf offits Treaty o6lVgatibns. 

The area of Bikaneer is 17,670 square miles, and the population 
about 539,000; the revenue is about six liikhs of Rupees. Bikaneer 
contributes to no local corps or contingents; it maintains a force of 
2,100 cavalry, and about 1,000 infantry and 30 guns.

Article 0. 

"Whereas certain persons of the principality of Bikaneer have 
adopted the" evil courses of highway robbers and banditti, and have 
plundered the property of many, to the great molestation of the peace- 
able subjects of both of the contracting parties, the Jlaharajah engages 
to cause to be restored the property plundered from inhabitants of the 
British territories up to this time, and, for the future, entirely to suppress 
the robbers and plunderers in his principality. If the Sfaharajah be not 
able to effect their suppression, assistance shall he afforded on his applica- 
tion by the British Government, in which case the hlaharajah null pay all 
the expenses of force employed ; or, in the event of his not finding 
means to pay those expenses, he will in lieu cede parts of his territory to 
the British Government, which, after the payment of those expenses, 
shall be restored.

The British Government, on the application of the Maharajah, 
will reduce to subjection the taukoors and other inhabitants of his 
principality who have revolted and thrown off his authority. In this 
case the hlaharajah will pay all the expenses of the force employed;

JESSULMERE 


Owing to its isolated situation this State escaped the ravages of the 
hfahrattas The first Chief with whom the British Government entered 
into political relations was Maha Rawul Moolraj, who succeeded to power 
m 1702 He would gladly have accepted the British protection in 1808, 
hut the policy which limited the British ascendancy to the terntones 
east of the Jumna prevented the formation of an alliance with him In 
1818, however, a Treaty (No XLIV ) was concluded with Moolraj by 
which tho State was guaranteed to his posterity, the Chief was to 
ho protected from serious invasions and dangers to his State, provided 
tho cause of quarrel was not ascnbahle to him, and was to act in subor- 
dinate CO operation to the British Government No tribute was de- 
manded from him Up to 1828 the BiLaneer State continued to urgo 
its claims to territories in tho possession of other Chiefs, but these claims 
were rejected, as the investigation of them was inconsistent with the 
engagements subsisting between the Bntish Government and other 
States 

During the lifetime of Moolraj, who died m 1820, the State was 
virtually governed hy his Minister, Salim Smg, who committed the most 
awful atrocities He put to death nearly all the relatives of thg Chief 
Tho town of Jcssulmcre was depopulated by hi? cruelty, the trade of 
tho country was interrupted, and the relatives of the Maha llawul uho 
escaped death fled from the country ^ * 

Moolraj was succeeded by his grandaon, Guj Smg At the time 
of the conclusion of the Treaty of IblSthe Minister, Salim Sing, had 
endeavoured to obtain a guarantee, such as vros given to the IMiiiister of 
tho Kotah State, that the ofllcc of Minister would he hereditary m his 
familj, and on his death in 1821 the Chiefi> of the State appeared 
disposed to support^ie cause of his eldest son, who after a miuistrj of

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RAJTOOT- a few TDOutlis had been imprUoned by the Slalia Eawol ; but on the 
•nntif^h Government dedarirfg that it did not intend to interfere with 
Ko. XLiv. the just authority of the JlahaBawnl in the appointment or punishment 
J^i^uimere. q£ 2iis Jlinister, all parties returned to their allegiance. 

In I8i4, after the eonqnest of Sind, the forts of Shagnr, Gurseea, 
and Guttoora, which had been wrested from Jessnlmere, were restored 
to that State. The forts were given over by Meer Ali hlorad by 
order of the British Government, but no Sunnud appears to have 
been given to the Chief of Jessnimere on this occasion. 

Guj Sing died in 184'6,,and his widow adopted Ennjeet Sing, the 
present Chief, who, in 1862, received a formal Sunnud (No. III.) 
guaranteeing the right of adoption ; he receives a salute of fifteen guns. 

The area of Jessnimere is 12,252 square miles, the population 
about 73,700, and the revenues Rupees 5,00,000. The military force 
of the State does not exceed 1,000 men.

Rao SnEO SiKG, Tvith whom the British Government concluded a 
Treaty (No. XLV.) in 1S2S, was called to power in 1818 by thennani- 
mous TOK^ of the Chiefs of Serohi who had deposed his elder brother 
Oudeybhanjee for tyranny and oppression and placed him in confine- 
ment. Maharajah ilan Sing of Jodhpore, who laid claim to snpreraaey 
over Serohi, sent a force in 1819 to Uberate Ondeybhanjee, but he failed ; 
and Oudeybhanjee continued m confinement till his death in 1S47. It

accessary In consequence of the incapacity of the Rao, the general

DOONGURPORE. 

This family is an offshoot of the Iloase of Oudeypore. On the fall 
of the Mogul Empire, Doongurpore, like other Rajpoot States,* became 
tributary to the ilahrattas. It was at first arranged to dis'ide the 
tribute of Rupees 35,000 lened from it between Sindia, Holkar, and 
Dhar, but Dhar ultimately succeeded in establishing its exclusive right. 
This tributary claim 'xras transferred to the British Gorernraent by the 
Treaty of 1818 (No. L ) with Juswunt Sing in return for its protection. 

By a separate Agreement (No. LI.) a sum of Rupees 85,000 was 
to bo paid in licrf of all arrears, and for the first three years tlio tribute 
was fixed progressively at Rupees 17,b00, Rupees *20,000, and Rupees 
S3, 000. The tribute now paid is Salim Sabec Rupees 35,000.* la 
January 1821 the Chief agreed (No. LII.) to pay, in addition to the 
'above subsidy, the sum of Rupees 8,400 a year for the maintenance of a 
local force. But this engagement was never acted on, and was subse- 
quently declared to be obsolete. 

As in other States inhabited by wild hill tribes, it became necessary 
at .an early period of the British supremacy to employ a military force 
to coerce the Bheels who had been excited to rebellibn by^some of 
the disaffected nobles. * The Blieel Chiefs, liowever, submitted to terms 
(No. LIII.) before actual hostilities commenced. 

The Rauul^ Juswunt Sing, was incompetent as a ruler, and addicted 
to the^louest and most degrading vices. For his incompetcncy and 
the disturbances .of the peace whicli be created he was deposed (No, 
•LIV.) in 1825, and his adopted son, Pulput Sing, gmndson of Sawunt 
Sing, Chief of Pcrlabguth, was made Regent. In IStt the succession

in Doongurpore, and the State was put under a Native Agent appointed 
by the JBntish Government daring the remaining years of the minority.

BANSWARRA. 


Bansw 4.RR\. was originally part of Meywar, bat became iudepen* 
dent of it prior to tlie establishment of the supremacy of the British 
Government, who recognized it as ft separate power. In 1812 the Chief 
of Banswarra olTered to become tributary to the British Government on 
condition of the expulsion of the Mahratlas ; but no definite relations were 
formed with him till September 1818, when a Treaty (No. LV.) was 
concluded, by which, in consideration of the protection of the British 
Government, the Rawul agreed to act in subordinate co-operation and 
settle bis affairs in accordance with the advice of the British Govemraent, 
to abstain from disputes and political correspondence with other Chiefs, 
to pay a tribute equal to three-eighths of his reveDues, aud to furnish 
troops when required. The Rawttl denied his obligation to be bound 
by this Treaty which was negociated by Ins accredited Agent, and 
although it was declared to be binding on bim, it was thought best, 
especially as the Dhar State had in the meantime ceded to the British 
Government its tribute claims on Doongurpore and Banswarra, to con- 
clude a new Treaty (No. LYI.), which was done on 25th November 
1818. The chief modifications made by this Treaty were, that the Rawnl 
was to pay to the'Britisli Government all arre.'frs of tribute due to Dhar 
or oAher Stcito, arid rkUtiudly Was BriVisb Govern- 

ment might deem adequate to cover the expense of protection, provided 
it did not exceed three-eighths of the revenues; and that the British 
Government was to assist in bringing nuder control any relatives or 
connections of the Cliief, his heirs and successors, who might prove 
disobedient. 

By a subsequent Agreement (No. LVII.) the same arrangements 
were made in regard to the payment of tribute as in the ease of Doon- 
gurpore. The arrears were limited to Rupees 35,000 and the tribute for 
three years was fixed pTogressively at Rupees 17,000, Rupees 20,000, and 
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EAJTOOT Rupees 25,000 Tbc tnbotc now paid is Salim Saliee Rupees 55,000 In 
1S24 also an engagement was made with Banswarra precisely the same 
as that made with Doongiirpore (No LII ) by winch tbc Chief agreed to 
Banscarra in addition to tlio subsidy, tbc sum of Rupees 8,400 a jear for the 
maintenance of a local force The engagement, howcier, was never acted 
on, and was subsequently dedared to be obsolete 

The present Rawul, Luebmun Sing, was adopted by the previous 
Chief Bahadoor Smg, wbo also was adopted by tbc previous ruler 
Bbgwanee Sing, son and successor of Omed Sing, with whom the Treaty 
of 1818 was made The sncccssion of Luchmun Sing was disputed by 
Maun Smg, Tbakoor of Khandoo, who concciicd tliat a son of lus own 
had preferable claims, but he e\cntuaUj withdrew his opposition oa 
receiving a remwsion of Rupees 1,300 a year in the tribute which bo 
paid to the Banswarra State 

The area of Banswam is 1,500 square miles, the population 150,000, 
and the revenue Rupees 300,000, of which the feudatories, thirty -tUree 
iQ unmher, receive Rupees 1,10,000 The Chief has received the right 
of adoption (No HI ) He is entitled to a salute of fifteen guns

The Rajah of this small Chie&hip is descended from a junior 
branch of the Oudeypore House From the time of the establishment 
of the ilahratta power in Jfalwa the Rajah of Pertabgurh paid tribute 
to HolLar The first connection of the Bntish Government with this 
State tvos formed in ISOi (No XiVIII) ^ but this alliance was dissolved 
under the policy introduced by Lord Cornwallis of withdrawing from 
connection with the ’^’c'^tern Rajpoot States Pertabgurh, however, 
was again taken under protection by the Treaty of October J818 ** 
(No LIX } In lieu of the local force of fifty horse and two hundred 
foot, stipulated for in Article 4 of the Treaty, the Rajah engaged (No 
LX^) in lS2d to pay an annual snbsidy of Rupees 1,200 till the year 
182C, after which the subsidy was to be doubled But tins engagement 
was never acted on*, and m 1841 it was abrogated and the original obh 
gation of the 4th Article of the Treaty of 1818 was declared to be still 
in force 

Under the 4th Article of the Trea^bf Mundisore, the British Go-

STATES IN CENTRAL INDIA AND MALWA. 


The pnncipTl States in Central India arc six in number, — Giralior, 
Indore, Dbopal, Dbar, Dewas, and Jowra, of which tno, Bhopal and 
Jema, arc Slahomedan and the rest Mabratia Besides these there is 
a multitude of petty States* held under the immediate guarantee of the 
British Government but having feudal relations with one^or other of 
the larger States and occasionally with more tlian one The multiplicity 
of petty Chiefs, and the peculiarity of the tenures on winch they hold their 
State®, founded as they are on the measures adopted for the paci- 
fication of the country after the Pindarec war, necessitate on the part 
of the British Goiernmeut m Central India and ^laliv^ a more minute 
intcrfLrcnce m the affairs of the Chiefs than it is usual or expedient 
to exercise m the States of Hajpootana Under the Mahntta^, as had 
previously been the case under the Mahomedan Governors, the petty 
Chiefs m Central India exercised but limited powers withm their 
respective States , and on the establishment of British supremacy in 
these pro% inccs the Officers of the Bntish Go\ emment naturally assumed 
the position of arbiters of all difltrences by which the pubhc peace could 
be disturbed, and of high jntlicial functionancs to nhom all sentences of 
life and death were referred, except m the case of offences comnutted

FiQm Malcolni's Central Lidia ami Heporta ly gticeesatve Agents io the 
Governor General. 

Ha-NAJEE, the first member of the Siadia family of note, commenced 
his career as the carrier of the slippers of Balajee Bao,' Peishwa. His 
care in the performanQj^ of this menial duty attracted his master’s atten- 
tion, who appointed him to a command in the Pagah or stable liorse. 
From this his rise to the first rank of Mahratta Chiefs was rapid. He 
died in Slalwa where he had acqnired some possessions^ and wa? succeed- 
ed in the headship of the family by Madbojee Smdia, his second son. 

Madhojee Sindia was present at the battle of Paniput, in’ which he 
was severely wounded. After the disastrous flight of the Mahrattas, 
Sindla’s family, like other jNIahratta Chtefs,*lost their possessions in 
Malwa. On the return of tiic Mahrattas to Hindostan in 17C4, the 
most active of the predatory leaders was Sindia, whose formidable army,* 
organized under French Officers, made him in reality the ruler of Hin- 
dostan, though nominally the servant of the Peishwa. 

Madhojee Siadia played a most important part in the struggle 
which took place for the Peishwaship after the death of hladho Bao 
Bullal,* He was the chief support of the party of Nana Furnavese. It 
was the policy of .the British Government td secure peace by conclud- 
ing a separate Tre.aty with Sindia, and then using him as a mediator 
with the other parties j but Smdia’s ambition and his insisting on 
some of the inadmissible conditions of the convention of Wargaon,t 
defeated the negpeiatiohs rvliich had more than once been commenced.. 

The reverses, however^ which he met with from »a force which had

CE’^THAL invaded Iiis temtones from Bengal, for the purpose of creating a pon-cr- 
INDIA._ ful diversion, brought him to tenna, and a Treaty (No L\I ) was 
Sintiw. concluded with hun by Cojoncl Muir nn 13th October 1781, by which 
the respectiTe forces of Colonel Jlair and Smdia were withdraivn, and 
Sindia agreed to U'e his good olEces to effect a peace, and failing that, 
to remain neutral Peace was concluded with the Slolirattas by the 
Treaty of Salbye,"* Smdia heing the mntnal guarantee of both powers for 
its observance Under the 3rd Article of this Treaty, the right of the 
British Government to the pergunnah and town of Baroach ^vas recog- 
nised Government Qonferred these on Smdia (No L\II) m considera- 
tion of his services, on condition of trade remaining unmolested A 
separate Treaty was concluded ou 30th September 1 785 (No LXIII ) for 
the regulation of the trade and duties to be levied at Baroacli > 

By the Treaty of Salbye the independent power of Madhojee 
Smdia, in his relation to the British Governmeirt, was first recognised, 
but in all other respects he contiooed ostentatiously to profe«s subjec- 
tion to tho Peishwa The system of neutrality which Government then 
pursued left SiQdia*at peace to establish his power over the northern parts 
of Umdostan and to possess himself of the person of the Emperor of 
Delhi Smdia made overlnres to share in the alliance against Tippoo m 
1790, hnt the conditions he proposed, that Government should defend 
hu po«ises8ions in Hmdostan and aid him m his wars with the Rajpoot 
States, were madmi«s»ble After the peace of 1792, the feelings of 
Smdia, who was probably jealous of the increasing ascendancy of the 
British Government, were more hostile than friendly It was partly 
through his luflueuce that the proposals made by Lord Cornwallis to the 
Nizam <and the Peishwa for a definite Treaty of guarantee against 
Tippoo were defeated 

Madhojee Smdia di^ in 179t and was succeeded by his grand- 
nephew Dowlnt Rao Smdia, who was too young to carry out any dan- 
gerous designs which Madhojee Smdia might ha\e entertained During 
the distractions which followed the death of Madho Ilao Naram Peishua, 
Smdia gamed an ascendancy whu'h enabled him. to phee Bajee Rao la 
power, to usnrp most of the pos'=essions of Hojkar, and to secure to him- 
self tho fortress of Ahmednaggur which gave him the hey to the entrance

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into the territories of the Peishwx nnd the Nizam Tlie power of Smdia, 
whose army was commanded by French Officers, uas at this time most 
dangerous to the British Government "When bj the Treaty of Bassein* 
the British Government had recovered its influence at Pgona and 
established a subsidiary force there, Dowlut Bao Smdia entered into a 
league with the Rajah of Berar to defeat the objects of the Treaty The 
deceit and eiasion mth which Smdin met the o\ertnre3 of General 
"Wellesley for an amicable adjustment of their differences, rendered war 
inevitable In the campaign which followed, the power of Smdia was 
completely broken, both m Upper and Central India and he was 
compelled to sue for peace, and to sign the Treatj of Snijee Anjengaum 
(No L\IV) in 1803 by wbitb he was stripped of bis territories m 
Hindostan and south of the Ajuntee Hills, with exception of some 
hereditary villages, and resigned his claims on bis former feudatory 
Rajahs wuth whom the British Government had made Treaties 

The 13th Article of the Treaty of Suijee Anjengaum left to Sindia 
the option of becoming a party to the defensive alliance concluded by 
the British Government with the Peishwa and thd Nizam, and bound 
the British Government, in the event of his so doing, to mamtam a 
subsidiary force of six battalions to be paid for out of the territories 
ceded by that Treaty Sindta agreed to the alliance, and by a separate 
Treaty (No L\V) concluded on S7th retruary ISOi, arrangements 
were made for the subsidiary force to be stationed near Sindia's boundary 
but within British territory 

Tlie discontent which Smdia felt at the determination to deprive him 
of GoVind and Gwalior, under the 9th Article of the Treaty of Suijee 
Anjengaum, induced him to enter mto a correspondence with.Holkar, 
which nearly led to an open rupture Among other acts of hostility, ho 
attacked and plundered the Resident’s camp and detained the Resident 
a pnsoner As Smdia refused to release the R^ident, ho was informed 
that his conduct had annulled the Treaties with him, that Government 
were at liberty to deal with him as they might think fit, and that the 
surrender of the Resident must precede any friendly intercourse The 
change, however, in the pohej of Government on the arnul of Lord 
Comualhs, who, independently of any xeRrence to the settlement of 
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CENTRAL differences 'vnth Siudia, deemed it inexpedient to retain posession of 
Gohud and Gwalior, led to the renewal of nejociations oa the bans of 
Sxndvi restonng these terntone<5 A TVeatj (So L\VI ) was accordingly 
wncladed on 23rd Noremher IS05 which confirmed the Treaty of 
Sagce Anjenganm, except what might be altered by this Treaty, ceded 
Gwalior and Gohad to Sindia, aboh«hed the pensions of fifteen laLhs a 
rear paid by Goiernmenl to Smdia’s OIBcers, constituted the Chnmbnl 
the northern bonndaiy of Sindians territory, deprived Smdia of all claim 
to tribute from Boondee or any State north of the Chnmbnl and east 
of Kotah, bound tbe Bntisb Govemmetit not to make Treaties with 
Ouchyporc, Jodhpore, Kotah, or other Chiefs tnbntaiy to Sindia m 
JTalwa, Sfeywar or Marwar, or to interfere with tbe arrangements which 
Sindia might make m regard to them, and granted a pension of four 
lakhs a year to Smdia and jaghires of two lakhs to his wife Baiza 
13ai and one lakh to his daughter Cbnmna Bai 

In the Pindarce war the plondenng Chiefs looked fot support to 
Dowlut Rao Smdia as the roo«t powerful of the Mahratta Rinees, 
ond one who«o whole habits and feelings were tbo«e of marked hostility to 
the Briti«h Government Ife was al«o subjected to strong solicitations 
from the Pei«h'Ra nho was endeaionng to bmd up ogam the broken 
Mahratta confederacy Smdia made no movement indicative of a design 
to aid tbe Peishwa, although he was no doubt balancing as to the 
line Jie would take \Vhcn the rc'olntion was formed to commence 
a system of political alliances against the Pindarces, nefreciations were 
early opened with him, and the disposition of troops was so made 
as to compel him either to enter into the views of the British Goi em- 
inent orv range him«elf on the side of the Pindareft. at the very outset 
The points to be carried were his co-operation against the Pindarees 
and the abrogation of the 8th Article of the Treaty of 1805, which 
restrained the Brituh Goicrntnent from forming engagements with 
the Ibjpoot States Tins Treaty indeed had been regarded as sab- 
stantiallj abrogated in consequence of Sindia’s repeated infractions 
rf It by hn secret intercourse with the Pindarce leaders Still Govem- 
inent was ttilling, if Smdia cordially entered into its measures; to Icam 
him m all other re«q»ecls the full benefit of former Treaties and to 
guarantee him the Inhale of lho«c States To Eccurc bis co-opcration 
lie wis to surrender the tnbutc for three years, to put hi^ troops lu 
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fixed positions whence they were not to move witliout the consent of CETTlUIi 
the British Government, and to give up the forts of Aseergurh and Hindia _ 

both as security for the lines of communication and as a guarantee for ^ 
the performance of his engagements Tho«e objects were secured by the 
Treaty of 5th November 1817 {No IiXVII ) 

The open defection of the Peishna and the Kajah of Berar shooh 
the steadfastness of Sindia to his engagements The strong fortress 
of Aseergnrh was not surrendered as stipulated by the Treaty, and 
it therefore became necessarj to reduce it by force In the captured fort 
a letter was found in which Sindia directed the Governor to obey all 
orders, of the Peishwa, who, bj attaching the Residency at Poonah, had 
declared war with the British Government In consequence of this want 
of good faith Smdia was required permanently to cede the fort of 
Aseergnrh 

In the following year a Treaty (No LX^^II ) was made with 
Sindia for the adjustment of boundaries, the British Government reced- 
ing Ajmere and other district®, and ceding lands of equal value 

Bowlut Bao Smdta died m March 1$27* He left no son, and had 
repeatedly evaded the ad nee of the Resident to adopt a successor, leav- 
ing it to the British Government to do what they might think proper 
In accordance, however, wvth what was believed to be the la«t wishes of 
Donlut Rao, a youth of eleven years named Moogut Rao, of an obscure 
branch of the family, but dccLired to be the nearest relation of Dowlut 
Rao, was adopted, married to the granddaughter of Dowlnt Rao by 
Baiza Bai and placed in power with the title of Ah Jah Jankojee Rao 
Sindia under the Regency of Baiza Bai Ihc Baiza Bai acknowledged 
tins succession most reluctantlv, and maintained that it was ^ber late 
ha.band s mtention that she should hold the Regency during her life 
She even prc'^ed on the British Government the conclusion of a new 
Treaty in order that she might obtain the formal recognition of her right 
to exercise the powers of Regent during her life But although Govern- 
ment did not enter into this Treaty, and although in 1830 they insisted 
on the Bai using the young SEaliarajah's seal in all official commumca 
tions, she still clung to the hope of keeping the ^government in her own 
hands, and took no steps to trim the young Chief for the future exerci«^ of 
power The restraints under which ihc youth was held by the Re 'cnt

Hie Baiza Bni^s rule had become most unpopular and the cause 
of the young Maharajah was espoused bj a large portion of the 
army, the Bai was compelled to retire from the G«ahor temtory 
and the ilaharajah wa^ aclnowledged by the British Government 
To such a 1 ngth nas the principle of absolntc neutrality earned at 
this time, that Goverumcat declared it was^ matter of indifference 
whether the l^Iaharajah or the Bai was at the liead of the Gwahor 
State, and that the only object of Government was to preserve the 
general tranquillity and its own reputation, recognising such ruler as 
might be placed by the popuhr voice at the head of the administration 
The Ba; was prohibited from using ber a>ylam in British temtory or 
any dependent State as a focus for organising an invasion of Gwahor, 
but she was left at hbcrtj to return to Gwahor and rely on the support 
of her own subjects The Resident was cv en censured for iiaving called 
m the Contingent in support of the Mahanjah^s authority, and it 
was ruled that tbc legitimate purpose for which the Contingent wms 
formed was the suppre^aion of plunderers, and the repulsion of external 
enemies 

Bv the Treat) of 1S17 Dowlut Rao Sindia had engaged to furnish 
a Contingent*’ of 5,000 horse and assigned for its support the annual 
payments made to him bj the Bntiob Government and also the tribute 
from tlv’ States of Jodbpore, Boondee, and Kotah After tbe clo«e of 
the war the Contingent was reduced to 2,000 hor^e, at a monthly cO‘=t of 
Rupees 1,20,000, which however was in excess of the funds allotted 
lor its support It was therefore agreed (No LXIX ) m rebruarj. 1S20 
to reduce the force so as to bring the cost within the sum originally 
a'=signed for its payment, ahd that for the debt due on account of it by 
Sindia certain districts shoold be temporarily transferred to the Bntish

This amount was still under the cost of the Contingent, which was 
Rupees 7,00,221' ^YheQ the Bawa Bai fled from Gwalior the revenues 
of horjaghire were no longer available fortlie pa)mcntof the Contingent, 
and a corresponding reduction of the force became necessary But this 
was no sooner resolved on than the Durhar demanded that the revenues of 
the Kandc|sh and Saugor districts, which had formed part of the temtones 
restored to Sindia under the Ctli Article of the Treaty of Siirjee 
Anjengaura, should he given back, and that only the tnbutes from the 
Rajpoot States, amounting to Rupees 3,42,500 should be retained, 
and that the Contingent should be still further reduced to correspond 
with this diminution of the funds By the Treaty of 1820 it was

7 rximent of Itupees 3,C3i was therefore to be made to the British 
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Government by the Gwalior Darbar. TIio Court of Directors disapprov- 
ed of Otis cxclian"c of territorj*, but as the arrangement was convenient 
for both go\ ernments and its cancclment was very unpalatable to the 
Gwalior Durbar, government finally resolved not to disturb it. The 
Resident however was required, without inviting complaint'!, to use 
his iufiuenee to avert any evil to the inhabitants. Guarantees were 
gi\en for life to four persons who had received jaghircs in Shnjaw ulporc 
from the British Government. Rnjun Khan, a Piiularce leader, brother of 
the notorious Chcetoo, had also received a life gr-ant* of lands in Sbnja- 
wnlporc. He died during the negociations for the exchange, and the 
lands, the value of which had been excluded from the estimated value of 
Shnjawulpore, were continued to his family, and Sindia vraa required 
to abstain from any arbitrary measure of resumption. Questions of 
succession, to this jagliire are usually decided by the British Govenment 
and the decision is communicated to Sindia. 

Tlie rule of Jfaharajah Janhojee Sindia was verj’ weak. Although the 
Baizaf Bai had no strong party vvithin Gwalior territories she did not 
Qcase to intrigue and to use freely for this purpose a sum of Rs. 37,00,000

^ property The Mama Sahib, the MahaiajaVs maternal uncle, occnpied 

the post of Slmister dnnng the greater part of hts rule But the 
Court was one constant scene of feuds and struggles for power 
among the nobles, the army was in a chronic state of mutiny This 
weal ness of the internal Government prepared the way for the hostilities

Jankojce Sindia died on 7th February 1813 He had no children 
and Iiad expressed no wish r^ardmg the succession although repeat- 
edly and earnestly urged by the Resident to do so Tara Ranee, however, 
the Maharajah's widow a young girl of twelve years of age, ivith 
the concuirence of tbe Chief# of the State and tbe army, adopted 
Bugeerut Rao, son of Hunwnnt Rao, usually called Babajee Smdia, 
the nearest though a very distant relative of the late ‘Maharajah, and 
the adoption was recognized by the Bntish Governmenf The boy 
was then about eight years of age On bis accession be assumed 
the title of Alijah Jyajee Rao Sindia The adoption of a boy too young 
to administer the government rendered necessary the appointment of a 
Regent The Mama Sahib, who appeared to possess the greatest luQuenee 
aud v*as attached to Bntish interests, was chosen by tbe Cbie& as Regent 
His selection was reported to give universal satisfaction to the troops and

ordnance and artillery, and usual equipments of militar}' stores, Szc., and 
the expense of this force is to he defrayed out of the revenues of the lands 
ceded by the second, third, and fourth Articles. But it is agreed, that in 
case it should suit the interests of the Sfaharajah^s gosemment to 
decline to enter into the Treaty obovementioued, such refusal shall not 
affect any of the other stipulations of this Treaty of Peace, which are, 
in c\ery respect, to he binding on the contracting parlies, their heirs and 
successors. 

‘ Article 1G. 

Tliis Treaty is to he ratified by the Mabarajab Dowlut Hao Sindia 
in eight da} s ftom this time, aud the ratification is to be delivered to 
lilojor-General ‘Wellesley. 

Slajor-Gcncral Wellesley engages that it shall be r.atificd by bis 
Excellency the Most Noble the Governor General in Council, and the 
xatificatvou shall ho deUvered to the Maharajah iiv three months, or * 
sooner if possible. , 

The orders for the cession of the territories sh.all ho delivered to 
Major-General Wellesley at the same time with the ratification of the 
Treaty of Peace j but the forts of Asscerghur, Pouanglmr, and Dohud are 
• not to be delivered up till accounts will liave been received Hint the terri- 
tories ceded have- been evacuated by the Maharajali's officers and troops.

The contracting parties will employ all practicable means of concili- 
ation to prevent the calamity of war, and for that purpose will, at all times, 
bo ready to enter into amicable explanations with other pimcipal States 
or powers, and to cultivate and impiove the geneial relations of peace and 
amitj with all the principal powers of India, according to the true spiiat 
and tenor of this Treaty , but if a war should unfortunately break out 
between the contracting parties and any other State or power what 
ever, then the ilaharajah AU Jah Dowlut Kao Sindia Bahadoor engages 
that the English force, consisting of six battalions, with tbeir guns, 
&.e , joined by a detachment of his armj, consisting of six thousand 
of the Maharajah’s infantry, and ten thousand of his Pagah and Sillahdar 
cavalry, Vihich force the Maharajah engages always to keep ready, shall 
be immediately pnt m motion for tbe purpose of opposing the enemy 
and the Maharajah also engages to employ every further effort for the 
■purpose of bringing into the field the whole force which he may be able 
to supply from his dominions, with a view to the effectual prosecutiou and

stationed for the purpose, to assist in quelling the said disturbauccs within 
dominions of the British Government. ' 

i. Auticle 11. 

In order to strengthen and confirm the friendship established between 
. the two Slates, it is agreed that neither of the two contracting parties 
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sliall enter into any alliance^ or Lave any concern with the tributaries 
or chiefs of the other : and, in order to support the independent authority 
of both governments, it is agreed and declared, that hereafter neither 
of the contracting parties will give protection or countenance to the 
rebellious tributaries and subjects of the other, hut they will use their 
utmost endeavours for tlie lipprehcnsion of such rebels, in order that they 
may be brought to punishment. 

Articlc 15. 

Tlie Honourable Company agree to exert their influence to maintain 
the observaneo of such usages on matters of form and ceremony, and 
other customs, as shall appear to have been fixed, on all points of 
interconrse and communication between the Peishwa and his ancestors, 
and the Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia and his ancestors : and the Eng- 
lish Government also agree to recognize the rights of Dowlnt Rao Sindia 
to all possessions he holds, whether by written Sunnuds, or.by grants, 
or by the unwritten authority of the Peishwa, according to former usage, 
‘ provided such Sunnuds do not interfere with the faithful fulfilment of 
tbe Treaty of Peace; and provided also that in‘'aU cases where disputes 
may arise, on the subject of possessions held by unwritten authority, the 
Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia agrees to refer it to the arbitratlbn 
of the said British Government, who vrill decide, with reference 'to 
former usage, on the principles of truth and justice. The English 
Government further agrees to use its endeavour to prevent any acts 
which have been done by Dowlut Rao Sindia, or his ancestors, under the 
authority reposed in him or them by the Peishwa or his ancestors, from 
being subverted^ provided their being supported is strictly Consistent 
with the preservation of the honor and dignity of His Highness the 
Peishwa, and of the stipulations of the Treaty of Peace.

This Treaty, consistiug* of sixteen Articles, being this day settled

■Whereas tho British Government and Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlnt

of tho predatory system in every part of India; the following Ariielcs 
have been agreed on for the purpose of giving cITcct to tho mutual wishes 
of the two States.

The contracting parties engage to innploy the forces of their ic- 
spective governments and of their allies and dependants in prosecuting 
operations against the Pindarecs .and any other bodies of associated free- 
booters; to expel them from their hannts, and to adopt tho most 
effectual measures to disperse and prevent them from rc-asscmhling.

collusion between .his officers and the Pmdarcos, not to augment Jus 
forces dunngtho war, without the concurrence of the Bntish Govemmeut 
His Highness expressly engages to prohibit his officers from admitting 
into the ranks of his armj , or othermse harbouring or protecting, the 
Pindarecs, or other frcclioofcra, and all persons neglecting or disobejaug 
these orders, are to be considered and treated as rebels to Ills Highness 
and enemies of the British Government 


Article 8 • 

^Vith a view to the more eficctual prosecution of the joint operations 
of tho two govermnonts, and to the facility and Eocurity of the commu- 
mention of the Bntish troops mtli their snpplics, the Srolmrajah, rcpo'ing 
entire confidence in the fnendship and good faith of the Eriltsh Goicm- 
meat, agrees that BntisU gamsone shall bo admitted into the forts of 
Hindia and Asseorgnrh, and sinll bo charged with the care and defence of 
those forts during the war, and shall hai e the liberty of cslabhshmg depots 
within them The fiagof Dowlul Rao Sindia shall, howeier, contmne to 
fly in the fort of Asseergnrh, and His Highness shall ho at hherfy to 
station a Wladar, witlrn personal guard of filly men, in the said fort, 
nnderslood that the actual command of that place, 
as weU a| of Hmdia, and the disposal of ‘the warliko stores that may ha 
found in those forts, shaU be vested evclosively m the Bntish Command- 
ing OBcers Any part ^of those stores that may he damaged or 
expen e , h de the forts * In question are occupied by the British 
troops, shall ho aceo.nnted for, and the vnlne made good to His Highness 
For the more efifectnal performance of tins dtipnlation, mventones shall 
be talen by oflicers, on the part of both governments, at the tune of the 
oecnpation of the forts by the Bntrsh Government The present gam 
eons (nith the exception above stated in regard to Asseergnrh) shall 
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move out of the forts. The, Maharajah will theneefoiward have no 
further concern with the Sehundees of the garrisons, hut Ilis Highnesses 
other troops, including the Paugah, &c., shall encamp at such places as 
may be prescribed by the British officers, in conformity to the provi- 
sions of the 6th Article. The territories depending on the forts above- 
mentioned will continne to he managed by the officers of the Maharajah, 
who will receive every support from the British Government and its 
officers. The whole, or such portion of the revenues as may he neces- 
sary, shall he appropriated to the payment of the Maharajah^s troops 
acting in concert ivilh ‘the British divisions, as stipulated in the 5th 
Article; and a faithful account of the whole shall he rendered to His 
Highness'' after the conclusion of the war. The two forts above men- 
tioned, and the territories dependent on them, will be restored to the 
Maharajah as ^oon as the operations against the Pindarees or their 
confederates shall be bi ought to a termination, in’ tho same con- 
dition, in which they may be deli\ere<l up to the British Govern- 
ment. All private 'property will be respected; and the inhabitants 
of the towns or villages depending on thev forts, will enjoy the pro- 
tection of the British Government, or bo -permitted to depart with 
their property, if they think proper. 

Articid 9. 

The main object of the contracting parties being to prevent for 
over the levival of the predatory system in any form, and both govern- 
ments being satisfied that to accomplish this wise and just end it may he 
necessary for the British Government to form <nigagements of friendship 
and alliance w’ith the sei oral States of Hmdostan, the 8th Article of 
tho Treaty of the 22nd November 1805, by which' the British Go- 
vernment is restrained from entering into Tiea’ties ‘with certain Chiefs 
therein specified, is hereby abrogated and annulled ; and it is declared 
that tlie British Government shall be at full liberty to form engagements 
with tho States of Ondeypore, Jodhpore, rtnd Ko'tah, and with the State 
of Boondee, and other substantive States on the left bank of the Chem- 
bul. Nothing in this Article shall, however, be construed to give the 
British Government* a right to interfere with States or Chiefs in Mahva 
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CENTEAI. or Gozeiat, clearly and indigjutably dependent on, or tribataiy to, iLe 
Mabarajali: and it is agreed that His Highness’s outhonty over those 
States or Chiefs ehail continne on the same footing as it has been here- 
fiiniia, tofore. The British Government farther agrees and promises, in the 
* event of its forming any engagements with the ahovementioned States 

of Oudeypore, Jodhpore, Kotah, and Boondee, or with any others on 
' the left bank of the Cbumbul, to secure to Howlnt Hao Sindia his as- 
certained tnbnte and to guarantee the same m perpetnity to he paid 
through the British Govemmeut; and Howlnt Bao Sindia engages, 
on his .part, on no account or pretence whatever, to interfere in any 
shape in the affairs of those States without the concurrence of the 
British Government. 


Article 10. 

• 

If (which God forbid!) the British Government and {he Maha- 
rajah shall bo compelled to wage war witb any other State, on account 
of such State attacking cither of the contracting parties, or aiding or 
protecting the Piudarees or other freebooters, the British Government, 
having at heart the welfare of Dowlut Bao Sindia, will, in the event of 
success, and of Ilis Highness’s zealous performance of his engagements, 
make the most liberal arrangements for the consolidation and increase of 
his territories. 

Article 11. 

. Such parts of the Treaty of Suijcc Anjengaum, and of the Treaty 
concluded on the 22nd of November 1805, as arc not affected by the 
provisjonj of the present engagement, remain in full force, and are mu- 
tually biuding on the conlraclmg parties. 

Article -12, 

This Treaty, consisting of twelve Articles, having this day been con- 
cludcil, subject to the rattlication of the Go\ emor General and Malmrojah 
All Jah Howlut Hao Sindia, Captain Clo«e engages to procure the ratifica- 
tion of the Governor General id fne dajs from this date, or sooner if 
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po‘!sil>le, and Eamclnndi’u Bliaskur engages to obtain IIis Highnesses CEVTBAL 
ratification before sunset this evening — _

■\^ iiErE-AS hj in arrangement formerly efTected by Alajor General 
Sir John Jlalcolm, it was agreed that the 'Maharajah Dowlnt Rao Smdn 
should pay annually the Bum of Rupees four thousand and thirtj -eight 
towards tlie support of certain Grassia Chiefs in ^lIna^, which eontn 
hution not having been paid for upwards of four years, a debt bas 
conseqncntlj accumulated tp near Rupees tnenty thousand, and wherea, 
the pergunnahs of Dhurgaon, Curwj e, Sj lanee, Poonasea and Kandwa, 
which adjoin certain provinces belonging to the British Government 
m Nimar, are now so desolate that the Ataharajah does not receive the 
proper reicnne of them, and m consequence of the disorders which prevail 
in them, great incorntmcnce is occasioned to the adjacent districts of 
the llntisU Government in that quarter Therefore, in order to remove 
those inconveniences and to provide, for the pajment of the debt before- 
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mentioued, as well as to •secure the punctual dischirge for the future 
of the annual contribution abore noticed of Rupees four thousand and 
thirty -eight, it is hereh} agreed by the Maharajah that the aforesaid per-

HOLKAB. 

Trom llalco^^s Central India and Sepatis by eucecssive Sesideiiis 
Toe Holkar family are Soodras of the Bhoongar or slieplierd trilje. 
The first who ro^e to eminence \ras Itlulbar Bao, who was bom about 
the end of the l7th century and was one of the most distinguished 
leaders in the fir^t ilahratta invasion of Northern India. He died at 
the age of seventy-six and was succeeded by his grandson Malice Rao, 
who died insane nine months after his accession. The pious Alia Bai, 
the mother of Mallee Raoj then took the noanagement of affairs and 
appointed as the commander of her army Tookajee Holkar, a Chief of 
the same tribe hut no way related to Mnlhar Eao. This Chief for 
many years served Alia Bai with the most devoted fidelity. Alia Bai 
died in 1793 and was not long survived by Tookajee Kao, after whose 
death the power of the House of Holkar was nearly extinguished by 
quarrels in the family and amid the dissensions winch distracted the 
Idaliratta confederacy at the close of last century.

He was pursued by Lord 
Lake across the Sutlej, whither he retired in the hopes ot forming a 
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CENTRAL combination mth the Sikhs agaiost the British Government, and on 
INDIA December 1805 he signed a IVeaty (No IxXXIV) on the banks 

Loiiar of (jjg Beas, by which he was stnpped of a large portion of his temtone* 

On the accession of Lord Cornwallis a change had taken place m the 
policy -of the**Bntish Government, and it was considered eiipedient to 
withdraw from the connection formed with some of the minor Rajalis 
jn the conquered provmccs to the west of the Jumna Sir Gcoige 
Barlow was guided by the same policy notwithstandmg the remonstrances 
of liOrd Iiake, who considered the British Government pledged to respect 
its engagements with these Chiefs, and that the alliance with them inter- 
posed a strong harrier against the futore encroachments of the Jlahrattas 
In pursuance of this policy. Sir George Barlow cau«5ed a declaratoiy 
Article to be added to the Treaty relinquishing to Holkar the distncts of 
Tonk, Bampoora, and other distncts forming the ancient possessions of the 
Holkar family, which at one lime it had been the intention of Govern- 
ment to code to Sindia in hen of the annual pension of four lakhs of 
Rupees granted to that Chief By Article 4 of the Treaty the district 
of Koonch m Bundelcund was assigned as a life grant to Bcema Bai 
Sahiba, daughter of Jeswunt Rao Holkar This lady died m November 
1858, and the distnct of Koonch reverted to the Bntish Government, 
but a provision of Rupees 20,000 a year has been assigned for hfe to 
hef grandson Govind Rao for the support of the old retainers of the 
family** 

Soon after the conclusion of the Treaty, Jeswunt Rao Holkar 
became insane He died^in 1811, dealing a son ^Icilbar Rao, during 
vhosc minority the State was tom by the most violent dissensions 
Toolseo Bai, the lavonte concubine of tbo late ruler, secured herself in 
the regenev In entering on the Piodarec war it was the policy of 
the }irarquis of Hostings to put a stop to the predatory system bv a 
revival of^ic political alliances which had been abandoned in ISOj 
T lie weakness of Holkar, which formed an excuse for connimncc at 
Pindarce depredations, required the intervention of the British to restore 
bis goverament and to subdac Ins mutinous army Proposals for an 
alliance were on the point of being offered when Toolseo Bai secretly 
cspre««cd a desire to place the young Holkar and his government under 
the protection of the Bntiah power TMiile nc^ciations were pending, 
however, information was recened of the probahle outbreak of hostilities

vn.tb. the PeUhwa, and a hostile bearii^ was immediately assumed by 
Holkar^s court. It is probable that Toolsee Bai would have concluded 
the alliance with the British, but a euddea revolution was effected by 
the mutinous army, the Regent was seized and barbarously murdered, and 
the Pathan Chiefs who headed the military faction, having pledged 
themselves to adopt the cause of Bajee Rao, broke off the negociations. 
Holkar’s army sustained a complete defeat at Mehidpore, and on Gth 
January 1818 the Treaty of llundtsore (No. LXXV.) was concluded, by 
which the sdpremacy over the Rajpoot Princes of Oudeypore, Jej’pore, &c., 
was transferred to the British Government, the engagement between the 
British Government and Ameer Khan was confirmed, four districts rented 
by Zalim Sing of Kotab were ceded to him, Holkar lost all his possessions 
within and to the south of the Santpoora Hills, and his remaining 
territories came under the protection of the British Government. By 
Article 6 of the Treaty, Holkar transferred the fort of Sindwa to the 
British Government. But it was restored in 1850 in consideration of a 
payment of Rupees 16,000 for the construction of a bridge over the Gohco 
Nuddee, and on condition that no alteration would be made m the 
existing customs duties on the Agra and Bombay road, and that the 
residents of Sindwa were not made sufferers by the transfer of the fort to 
Holkar. 

The anarchy and confusion which prevailed in Holkaris territories 
previous to the conclusion of the 'Heaty of Mundisore had completely 
ruined the finances of the country. Tantea Jogh, Holkar's minister, 
set himself zealously to their recovery. Occasional loans were made to 
him by the British Government on the security of the Koonch jaghire 
and the Pertabgurh tribute, by which means the minister was enabled to 
discharge the arrears of the disbanded troops and other pressing demands. 
Of the troops retained, a portion was set apart .for the formation of the 
Mehidpore coutisgent, others were sent into the districts, *and only a 
select body of about 500 cavalry was returned at the capital, together 
with a suitable proportion of infantry. 

Two insurrections broke out in the year 1819, which added greatly 
to the difficulties of the ministers situation, and served t6 retard the 
settlement of the country. One was occasioned by an impostor personat- 
ing Slulbar Rao Holkar, and the other by the pretensions of Ilurrce 
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CEKTHAL Hao Holkar, cousin of the I^Iahaiajah. The impostor, whose real name 
INDIA. Krishna Koocr, assembled a considerable force to the west of the 

jiuRar. Cbumbul, and kept the field for some months, supported by a body of 
. Arab and Mekrannee mercenaries from the Guzemt border? but he was 
at length encountered by the IMehidpore contingent, and his party 
broken and dispersed. He then fled to Kotah, and being recognized by 
an Agent of Holkaris government at that place, be was seized and 
brought to Indore, where he was kept in confinement for some time, bnt 
ultimately pardoned and set at liberty on account of his youth and his 
being a mere instrument in the hand of others. The insurrection of 
Hurree Rao Holkar was less formidable; for, soon becoming sensible of 
the folly of his enterprise, he relinquished it and threw himself on the 
generosity of his young cousin, who, it is said, was disposed to pardon 
him, hut ^ras dissuaded from his purpose by Tantea Jogb, who deemed it 
imprudent that he should be left at liberty to disturb the peace of the 
country. 

Serious disturbances broke out on the Kampoora frontier in 1821, 
fomented by the Thakoor of Bbatkery and others, which were not 
finally quelled until the beginning of the following year and after the 
employment of the contingent under the guidance of a British officer. 
Tlic results of the operations were, that the Bbatkery Chiers misconduct 
was punished by the sequestration of that portion of his jaghire which 
beheld of Holkaris government; that Bhyxoor Sing, another of the lead- 
ing insurgents, delivered himself up under the promise of subsistence ; and 
that Aject Sing, the Chief of the band of Soandcc plunderers, was sent 
with some of his companions to Soandivarah for a year’s close confine- 
ment. • Again, towards tho end of 1832, it became necessary to employ 
a detachment of British troops for the reduction of the fort of Burkerah, 
in which a body of insurgents were assembled, and were committing 
various excesses in the neighbouring districts. • 

In 182G an agreement (No. LXXVI.) was made with Holkar and 
other States* in Malwa securing to the British Government the exclusive

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In the month of Jane 1829, the Begoo Thakoor, a feadatory of

invader was expelled hy a body of Holkar^s troops, bnt the Thakoor 
about a year after the first a^re'ston again seized the same district, and 
was again druen off by Holkar’s troops and the contingent The 
Oude^-pore State was held responsible for the act of the Thakoor, and 
a demand of Rapees 24,00Q m payment of the expenses incurred by 
Ilolkar m repelling the first aggression was made upon the Eana This 
compensation was not paid ontil eight jears had elapsed after the 
occurrence of the aggression For the loss and expenses incurred by the 
second aggression of the Thakoor no compensation was ever obtained 
In this and several other similar cases, it was a matter of complaint, on 
the part of native States, that while the British Government prohibited 
them from takung their own measures to redress injuries inflicted on them 
by their neighbours, it displayed no vigour or promptitude in obtaining 
redress for them 

Mylbar Rao Holkar died in October 1833 at the age of 28 He 
left oo i=sue, bat lus widow and his mother adopted n child who was said

Tie pobcj of non mlerferencc preientd the lies, dent from giuo/neli.e 
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support to IMartund Rao, altbougli the installation of Martund Rao 
had been formally acknowledged by the British Government. Tliis 
indifference on the part of the British Government as to who should 
rule gave rise to most serious disturbances. The 'wealthy merchants 
fled from Indore, trade was suspended, and the plundering Bheel tribes 
infested the roads and destroyed many villages. As Hnrree Rao evidently 
had the popular voice on his side, and it was absolutely necessary 
to put a stop to the anarchy which prevailed, Hnrree Rao was after much 
indecision and delay escorted into Indore by a detachment of the contin- 
gent nnder command of a British officer and was formally installed on 
17th April. Martund Rao was banished from the country and granted 
an allowance of Rupees 500 a month on condition of his resigning 
all claims to the succession. 

The long imprisonment of Hnrree Rao had unfitted him for govern- 
menT;. The management of affairs was left in the hands of his minister 
Revajee Phansia, whose oppressive and unpopular measures revived the 
hopes of Martuud Rao's party. On 8th September 1835 an attack was 
made on the palace for the purpose of assassinating the Maharajah and 
hts minister. The attempt was unsuccessful, and resulted in the slaughter 
of the whole of the assailants. Martund Rao Holkar died without issue 
at Poona on 2nd June 1840, and with his death ended the intrigues 
which from time to time endangered the peace of the country both 
during the rule of Hurree Rao Holkar and his successor. 

"When the attack was made on his person in 1835, Hurree Rao 
applied to the British Government for md, hut it was refused on the 
ground that the engagement to maintain the internal tranquillity of the 
country depended on the condition that the measures of its ^vernmeut 
were not directly or indirectly the cause of disturbance, and because the 
grant of assistance wonld require a continual interference in the internal 
affairs of the State inconsistent with the position of Holkar and the 
policy of the British Government. 

In 1841 the Maharajah adopted as his heir and successor Khundee 
Rao, a hoy of 13 ye.ars of age, son of an obscure zemindar, .and very 
distantly related to the reigning family. Hurree Rao died on 24th 
October 1843 at the age of 48. Warned by the evils which resulted 
from the vacillating policy pursued on the accession of Martund Rao, 
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CENTRAL the Bntish GoverDment took immediate mcasnrcs to proclaim Kbundee 
Riio as the acknowledged giicce«sor and to make it known that no other 
Ifjfiar claims would be recognued Khnndee Kao died on ITth February m 
the following year He wasnc\er mamed There was no Imeal^heir to 
the State and no person who had a legitimate right to adopt The 
nomination of a succesfor was therefore declared to rest exclusively with 
the British Government, and the Kcsident Sir E Hamilton was in- 
structed to make the selection in such a way as to show that it nns 
manifestly the solo act of the British Government The mother of 
Ilurrec Kao Holkar, who was greatly respected by the people and had 
heen associated with the Resident in the administration before Khundec 
ilao’s death, pleaded theclarmsof Vartund Kao, but GoremnicntfBfused 
to select him and proposed to nominate the younger son of Bhao Holkar 
if he should be found on enquiry to be the most eligible The Kesident 
thereupon declared in full Durbar the de«ire of the Bntish GovemfliCTit 
to perpetuate the State of Holkar by the selection of a snccc'sor from 
amongst thoso eligible to such distinction, that the Mali Sahiba bad 
pointed out the younger son of Bhao Holkar as a fit successor, and that 
the Goieruor General, basing a great respect for the ifah Sahiba, had 
determined to bestow the Chiefumsbip on him Three days thereafter, 
without waiting for lustruelions, the Resident installed the boy with all 
the formality of a hereditary ChicKaiii Fortius 'cnous departure from 
Ills instcuctiQUS the Resident was sevctelj censured and informed that by 
bis proceedings an opportunity had hocn lost to Goicmment of marbng 
an important line of pohc} In a letter to the young Chief the Goier- 
iior General laid down the conditions on which the State was conferred 
on him Tins letter (No LWMI) was declared to have the force of 
aSunnudand the Jfaliarojah iras rcqujitd to present a nozzer of 101 
Gold Jfoburs on its dcliicri^. 

Tlie joung Chief TookajecTUoHolUr attaincdhis nnjonly in 1S32, 
and was entrusted with the entire m-inigLment of the aOUirs of tlic 
State Since that time there has l>ecn little or no change iii the political 
rclalions between the British Government aril Hollar, The Sraliarajah 
las 1-ecn granted a Sunmw! (Xo LWyIH ) gnaranteeing'to him the 
ngUofaibption He has d*o Kvn male a Kinghl of the Most 
Order of the Star of India lie rew-iics a «'il.itc of nimtccii guns 
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The population of Holkar^s territories is roughly estimated at 
5,76,000 souls, and the area at 8,318 square miles. The revenue of the 
State from all sources is about thirty lakhs of Rupees, and the expendi- 
ture about twenty-t^vo lakhs. Holkar maintains a milihiry estabbsh- 
ment of 2,050 regular and 4,300 irregular infantry, 2,100 regular and 
1,200 irregular cavalry, and 500 artillerymen with 24 field guns 
equipped. 

Previous to the mutinies of 1837, Holkar contributed Rupees 
1,11,214 annually to the United Afalwa Contingent and Rupees 7,862 to 
the JIalwa Bheel Corps. The United Malwa Contingent proved faithless 
during the mutinies and was pronounced extinct in February 1858. No 
new corps has been organized in its place, its duties being performed by 
troops of the line. The JIalwa Bheel Corps did not mutiny; it has been 
re-oi^nized as a military police corps. The British Government con- 
tributes Halee Rupees 10,000, equivalent to Rupees 9,828, to the Malwa 
Bheel Corps. 

An annual payment of Rupees 30,000 is made to Holkar by the British 
Government as compensation for his share of the district of Fatun which 
was made over to Boondee* in 1818. The Maharajah also receives through 
the British Governmentatributeof Salim Sahi Rupees 72,700 on account 
of Pertabgurbjt but he has no feudal supremacy over that State. He 
receives credit for this tribute as part of his contribution towards the 
JIalwa contingent, and it is realized from Pertahgurh one year in arrears.

After Coupliments, — ^Your Higlmess^s letter dated 5th July last 
has been duly received. In that letter allusion is made to the death 
of His late Highness Khundee Rao, which had been reported to me 
by the Resident at Indore, and it is stated that the ceremonies customary 
on the occasion had been duly performed. Your Highness further 
remarks that at the conclusifin of the period of mourning yon had 
been, by the great kindness of the British Government, installed as 
successor to the vacant guddee; and your Highness proceeds to state that* 
it will he your aim and object so to conduct the duties of the office 
to which j ou have been called as to promote the welfare and happiness of 
the people of the Ilolkar State. 

The intelligence of the early death of the btc ALiIiaraJah was a 
cause of much grief to me. By that event the guddee of the Uolkar 
State became vacant, there being no one of the Holkar Cunily remaining 
entitled to succeed to the principality or lo adopt an heir to the guddee. 
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It became therefore necessary for the Governor General to make an 
arrangement for the administration of the government of the Holkar 
pnncipahty 

Having an earnest desire to promote the interests of the Chiefs and 
people of the State, and to preserve the honour and prosperity of the 
pnncipahty, the Dntish Government determined on this occasion to 
make such an arrangement as would conduce to the accomplishment ot 
these ends and would at the same time, it was believed, be agreeable to 
the feelings of the remaining members of the family of the late Ilurree 
Eao HolLar and of the Chiefs and nobles of the principality 

Actuated by these motives, I was induced to direct the British 
Resident at Indore to nominate your Highness to the occupation of the 
vacant guddee 

I have every confidence that your Highness mil to the utmost of 
your endeavour administer to the duties of the government m which 
you faaie been thus installed, m i manner befitting your high station, 
and with a becoming impression of the importance of the interests 
which will on your coming of age be entrusted to your care 

It la the intention of the British Government in thus bestowing on 
j out Highness the ptiocipaUly of the Holkar State, that the Chiefship 
should descend to the heirs male of your Highness's body lawfully begot 
ten, m due succession, from generation to generation 

Until the period of your Highn^ coming of age the affairs of the 
government will be administered m your behalf, as at present, by a 
competent Regency acting under the general supenntendence, and in 
all matters of importance the instructions, of the British Resident, who 
will make arrangements for the education of your Highness during your 
xuinonty in a manner 6mtab\e to your Highness's future high destinies 
All existing engagements with other Chiefs and Slates made by 
the Chiefs of Holkar and m force at the tune of the death of the late 
Jlaharajah will contmue binding on your Highness and on your High- 
ness’s government

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• Towards the close of last <^ntury the Bhopal territories were overrun oextral 
hy plundering bands of Pindarees and invaded by Ilaghojee Blionsla. 

At this time Vizier Mahomed, son of the hlawah’s cousin Shercef ilaho- 
med Khan, who when a mere youth had fled* from Bhopal after an 
unsuccessful rebellion against the power of the minister, in which his 
father had been killed, returned to Bhopal as a soldier of fortune. * He 
was the means of saving his country from destruction by the Mahrattas, 
and he became the founder of the present reigning family of Bhopal. 

For many years he carried on a petty warfare with the Mahrattas, in the 
course of which he reconquered most of the territories which had been, 
lost to Bhopal. But his power and abilities excited the envy and 
jealousy of Ghous ilahomed, the son and successor of Hyat Mahomed 
Khan, who to strengthen liimself against Vizier Mahomed invited the 
armies of Sindb and Nagpore to occupy llie country and agreed to pay 
to Sindia an annual trihute. Prom this time Ghous Mahomed sank into 
obscurity, and though he long survived and enjoyed the titular dignity 
of Nawab, he had no influence in the government cf the country nor 
were his claims ever agitated in the discussions which subsequently arose 
regarding the succession to the Bhopal State. 

Vizier Mahomed’s first efforts, made about the year 1809, to obtain 
the assistance and mediation of the British Government in Lis struggles 
with the JIahrattas were unsuccessful. He was compelled for self-preserva- 
tion to league liimself with the Pindarec leaders. In 1812 a combination 
was made between Sindia and Ilaghojee Bhonsla to crash him, and 
Bhopal was besieged by their united armies towards the close of 1813. 

Vizier Mahomed made a most gallant defence during a siege of nine 
months and the hSahrattas were compelled to retire unsuccessful. Sindia 
was making active efforts to renew the siege in the following year, but 
he was restrained by the interference of the .British Government, who 
began to see cause for less reliance on the friendship of Raghojee Bhonsla 
and to value more the importance of Bhopal as a means of checking the 
depredations of the Pindarees. The connection of Vizier Mahomed with 
the British Government, however, never ripened into any formal engage- 
ment during his Hfc-time. 

. Vizier Mahomed died in 1816 and was succeeded by his second 
son Nnzzur ^lahomed, with the consent of all parties and among 
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i others of the elilcr son Ameer ^fahomctl Khan, nho was ili«qaalified hj 
_ vicioxis excesses. Kuxiiir Mahomed was married to the Qoodsia Begum, 
daughter of Ghotis Jrahomed. 

One of the first mcasores taken hy the British GoTCmment at the 
commencement of the Pindarce tear in 1817 was the formation of a close 
alliance with Bhopal. Tlie Pindarce leaders had long found a eccotc 
retreat in the Bhopal Stale, and it was chicfljr by their help that tho 
Nawahs of Bhopal had been able to tc«ijt the attacks of Sindia and the 
Rajah of Nagporo. But the connection with these frcchootcrs was 
distasteful and tolerated only from the Nawah's inability to control them. 
Nnzzur Mahomed therefore gladly accepted the Brituih allianec. An 
agreement was made with him on conditions proposed hy himMlf, with 
the addition of an engagement to giro (he British Government the service 
of his troops. No formal Treaty was executed, hut the correspondence 
{No. LXXIX.) which passed was declared fo have tho force andralidily 
of a Treaty. Tlic conditions of this engagement were faithfully fulfilled 
and they were made the hasiis of the formal Treaty (No. LXXX.) of 
perpetual friendship and alliance concluded with tho Nawab in 1818 by 
which hU State was guaranteed, he agreed to furnish a contingent of 
COO horse and 400 infanlrj' and he received five districts in Malwa ns a 
reward for his services and to enable him to maintain tho contingent. 
The grant of these districts was subject to an assignment of Rupees 0,000 
a year on their revenues to Kbundee Rao the former manager, which 
provision was guaranteed by the Briti*h Government. The toivn and 
fort of Islamnuggur which had passed from the possession of the Nawab 
were also restored to him. 

^ ShorJ-ly after the conclusion of the Treaty, Nnzzur jrahomed was 
accidentally killed by the discliargcofa pistol by the hand of his brother- 
in-law Foujdar Khan, a Qhild eight years of age. Nuz 2 ur Mahomed 
was a gaUant soldier, an enlightened ruler, and a firm ally of the British 
Government. He. left one daughter, the Secunder Begum. It wus 
arranged, with the coosent of the Bhopal nobles and the sanction of the 
•British Government, that he should be succeeded, under tho Regency of 
^ the Qoodsia Begum, by his nephew ifoncer Mahomed Khan, son of 
Amrcr Mahomed Khan who had resigned his claims, and that Jloneer 
_ Alahomed Khan should marry the Secunder Begum. In 1827 Moncer 
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Maliomcd Khan endeavoured to assert his"' authority, but was resisted CENTRAL 
by the Regent and he eventually resigned his claim to tlio Secunder 
Begum^s Iiand and to the succession in fajrour of his younger brother 
Jehangir Jlahomed Klian, receiving a jaghirc of ‘Rupees 40,000 a j'ear 
which was guaranteed by the British Government. This arrangement 
was eOeeted in concert with the Chiefs of the State, who claim by custom 
a limited privilege in the selection of their ruler. 

Tlie Qoodsia Begum, anxious to retain the power in her own hands, 
long delayed on various pretexts the celebration of the marriage of her 
daughter with Jehangir Mahomed Khan. But finding her endeavours 
to secure the countenance of the British Government to her retention of 
the administration during her life fruitless, the Begum at last yielded 
and the marriage was celebrated on 18th April 1S35. This however did 
not put an end to the family dissensions, the Begnm still hoping to 
evade the eventual resignation, of power and the Secunder Begum enter- 
taining ambitious views of her own. In 1836 a plot of the Nawab 
Jehangir hfahomed Klian to seize the person of the Begum was dis- 
covered. He was arrested and put under restraint but effected his cscapo 
on 2nd April 1837, and being joined by n largo party of bis followers, 
raised the standard of rebellion. Although Government admitted the 
Nawab's claim to be just and to have been recognised by Government 
and the Begum on the supercession of his elder brother, yet formal 
interference wa^ declined. The Nawab was defeated and compelled to 
seek shelter behind the walls of Ashta. After the siege of this town 
had lasted for some mouths without any decisivc^result, the Begum and 
the Nau'ab accepted the proposed mediation of the British, Government. 

Isn "ugriAnixeifii ‘WinduTvas couiftcrsfgnch’oy fue 'Governor 

General was concluded between them by which the Nawab was left 
in charge of the administration and the Beg^ received a life jaghire 
of Rupees 60,000 a year with which the Nawab pledged himself not to 
interfere. The Nawab and the Seennder Begum also executed an agree- 
ment not to design or commit injury to each other ; but while approving 
of this agreement, Government considered it to be of too private a nature 
to admit of its formal ratification. 

The Nawab was installed in power on 29th November 1837. The ' 
reconciliation ’with the Secunder Begum however was not sincere,, and 
VOL.

Begura at Islamauggur The Nawahdied oa Qth Decemher 1844, hanng 
opal prenonslf executed a will to the effect that hts illegitimate son Dostageer 
should succeed him in power, and that his daughter Shah Jehan by the 
Secunder Begum should be married to a descendant of %Tzier hlahomed 
"Khnn of pure blood The will in favour of Dnstageer was set aside anl 
several plot?* to place him in power failed The British Government 
recognized the succession of Shah Jehan in the same manner as, on the 
death of Nuzzur Mahomed Khan, it had admitted the claims of Secunder 
Begum, and it was decided that the future husband of Shah Jehan, who 
was to be 'elected from the Bhopal family with a view to the amalgama 
tion of the two branches descended from Ghous Mahomed Khan and \ izier 
Mahomed Khan, should be Chief of Bhopal, and that in the meantime 
Ponjdar Mahomed Khan, brother of Qoodsia Begum, shocld act as Regent 
receiving co operation from the Seconder Begum The arrangement did 
not work well, and eventually Foujdar Mahomed Khan resigned his office 
and Secunder Begum was appointed R^nt in February 1847 

The Seconder Begum conducted the administhition with great vigour 
and ability She abolished the system of Janmng the revenue and 
made settlements directly with the beads of villages, regulated the assess 
meats of the estates of the jaghwedars, abolished monopolies of trades, 
brought the mint under her direct management, re-organized the pohee, 
and made arrangements for the liquidation of the debts of the State 

In July 1855 Shah Jehan Begum was mamed to Bukshee Bakee 
hfahomed Khan of Bhopal He did not belong to the Bhopal family 
Indeed there existed no member of tbe family with whom the Shah Jehan 
Begum qould contract an eligible marriage, and as the nobles of Bhopal, 
although Wilhng to sahmii to the Begum, were not pr^ared to acknow- 
ledge as ruler of Bhopal any one who did not belong to the ruling 
family, some modification of tbe arrangements made m 1844 became 
necessary It was eventually deaded that Shah Jehan Begum should he 
tbe Chief of the prmcipahty, her husband being only titular Kawab, and 
that Seconder Begum should continue to act as Regent till Shah Jehan 
Begum should reach the age of twenty-one Secunder B^m, however, 
was dissatisfied with her position She complained of the recognition 
of her late husband as Chief of Bhopal, she being sovereign in her 
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oun right, and of the consequent recognition of her own. diughter duiiug 
her lifetime Government however having recogmzed the claims of. 
Shall Jehan Begnm conld not set them aside, hut the Shah Jehan Begum 
loluntanly resigned her right to rule during her mother’s hfe time, and 
in 1859 Her Highness the Seeunder Begum was accordingly proclaimed 
rider and the Shah Jehan Begum her heir, the succession remaining 
uith her children 

In 1840 the Bhopal contingent was reformed, and the Nawah agreed 
to increase the tribute paid for its maintenance from Rupees 1,30,000 
to Rupees 1,38,000 The contingent was again re organized in 1849 
nnd a Treaty (No LXXXll) was concluded with the Seeunder Begum 
by uhich the annual contribution for the perpetoal maintenance of the 
contingent was raised to Rupees 2,00,000 on condition that the whole 
hahilities of the Stat6 for the contingent were henceforth to be limited to 
that sum Tlie contingent mutinied in the rebellion of 1857, and smeo 
its dissolution its duties ha\e been taken partly by troops of the hno and 
partly by the Bhopal levy, which was raised m 1850 To this arrange- 
ment, which IS practicdly a modification of the Treaty of 1849, the Begum 
his formally assented (No LXXXIII ) Tho levy is a mditary police 
corps but IS liable to be called on to serve m any part of India 

Besides the contribution for the lew, the Bhopal State paj s annually 
Rupees 5,000 for the support of the Sehore school established by Major 
Henley lu 1818, and Rupees 12,000 for the construction and repair of 
roads within the Bhopal State 

The Seeunder Begum has always been "steadfastly attathed to 
the British Government For her services during the mutinies of 1857 
‘•he received a grant (No lAXXlV ) of the pergunnah of Bairsea 
which was confiscated on account of the rebellion of the Dhar State, 
the recognition (No LXXXV) of the right of succession according to 
JIahomedan law and the customs of her State , and the dignitj of a 
Knight of the Most Exalted Order of tlie Star of India Tlie Begum 
Uas most liberally rewarded with jaghires those of her own subjects who 
rendered good semce m the crisis of 1837 

In 1863 the Seeunder B(^um resoRed to proceed on a pilgrimage 
to Mecca, and she requested that no new orders of the British Govern- 
ment shoidd be carried out in Bhopal till her return The Begum 
was told that, as it is xmpo«'iblc to foresee cicnts, so it was impracticable 
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^CEKTHAL for the British Government to comply with such a reijuest; but she 
as assured that, unless impetatively necessary in the interests of the 
Xo LXSDC ]3bopal State and its absent ruler, and in the interest of public peace 
C/.ora? and good order, no such orders would be is^ed nor any interference 
allowed with the arrangements she had made for the administration of 
Bhopal, and that, in the event of the issue of such orders being absolutely 
necessary, an intimation of their eiact nature would be forwarded to 
her. The Begum was also assured that, in her ab'sence, tbe protection 
of the British Government would be extended to the Shah Jehan Begum. 

The area of Bhopal is 0,764 square miles, the revenue about Eopces 
13,7G,2dS, and the population 063,650. The Begum is entitled to a 
saluto of nineteen guns. The army of Bhopal is estimated at 723 horse, 
3,128 foot, and 73 guns with 223 artillerymen.

The written proposals of your vaLeel Enayet Slusseeh dated 22iid 
Januarj’ 1817, or 4lh oT Bahbee'Ul-Awul 1232 a. n., specifying the 
conditions on which -you were desirous of placing your State under the 
protection of the British Government, have, as you Laow, been for some 
tunc under the consideration of IIis Excellency the Governor General. 
Though luthcrto unanswered they have not been overlooked, and I am 
now instructed to communicate to you His Excelleucy's assent to them. 

The following is an c^jact transcript of the proposals in question .— 
rcoroiiiA of ncKint Emtet McasEEn, confidential Agent of Nczzvn MiUOireD 
Kiriv the Nawah of Bbopal, agreeable to the wishes of his pnnapalj dated 22 nd 
January 1817, corresponding with the dth of Euhbcc*ul*Awul of the Hegira. 

AcncLE 1. 

"The fort of Nuzzurghur, commoul) called Seermow or Goolgaou, 
tvhich i-i situated near Bhilai, shall be dclucrcd over to tlic British 
Government as a permanent cantonment and depot for grain, 5Lc.

“We will iisc our utmost ciide'i%ours to assist in tlie collection of 
supplies of cattle, gram, and all other necessary articles for the use of 
the British troops, at the market prices

all the plundering Affghans of Hindostan 

AnncLE 4 

“ After we arc taken under the protection of the Company we shall 
Inve no occasion to enter into engagements and correspondcnccfwith the 
other Chiefs and Rajahs of Hindostan , but in trifling aflairs, relating to 
the administration of the government, it will be continually neces«ary to 
correspond with the neighbouring Zemindars and Chiefs, in which cases, 
as a previous reference to the British authorities and the obtaming 
permission might occasion delay, after having concluded any petty trans 
action of this hind, we will communicate the same to the nearest 
British authontv

“ After being taken under the protection of the Company we will

troops? Let the Company excuse us on this point But the fort of

the Company , and when by the assistance of the British Government we 

No XCTX attain, our wishes, we shall never be found deficient in rendenng 

every service m this respect in onr power ” 

The only additional stipulations which the Governor General requires 
from you are that you will zealonsly co operate with your troops against 
the Findarees and their abettors, according to the advice of the officers 
of the Bntish Government, that you will ddmit the British troops 
at all times into your temtoiy , and that all articles of supply for 
them shall be purchased and pass through your territories free of duties 
In the present condition of your territory and resources the British 
Government does not require you to contribute anything to the payment 
of its expenses, btit it must be understood that after any eventual increase 
of your do min ions accompanied by the improvement which the restor 
ation of tranquillity may be expected to effect in your resources, you will 
be ready to contribute m a fair proportion according to your ability 

On these conditions the Bntish Government engages to protect and 
guarantee your dominions against all enemies, and to recover and restore 
to your possessiou such parts of your temtoncs as have been seized and 
occupied by the Pmdarees You may besides expect such other marks of 
its fai our and kindness as circumstances may put m its power to confer 
upon you and your own good conduct may ment 

I am authorized by the Governor General to inform you that it 
IS only necessary for "you to sigmfy to me, in your reply to this letter, 
your assent to the above conditions, to render you at once the ally and 
to entitle you to the immediate and permanent protection of the Bntish 
power But your reply must he distinct and unequivocal 

The Bntish Government has now unalterably determined to sup 
rre<=s the predatory power fi£ the Pmdarees, and to destroy and prevent 
the revival of the predatory system m every part of India The Bntish 
armies are advancing from every quarter into Malwa for this purpose 
livery State must therefore declare itself either fnend or foe Those even 
ho do not CO operate zealously m this cause will be viewed and treated 
K enemies Yonr professed and approved attachment to the Bntish 
tjovcrninent has entailed on you the peculiar enmity of the Pmdarees 
and rendered yon dc=eninff of every assistance and support, whilst the 
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local position of your tenitorieg, in the vicinity of the Plndareo positions, 
the bravery of your troops, and the ene^ of your personal character are , 
calculated upon as enabling you to become n most usefiil auxiliary in the 
approaching crisis. Your conduct on this occasion will have the most 
powerful influence on your future fate, and the Governor General has no 
doubt that you will stand the test. 

I send this letter through Colonel Adams and I have to request you 
will transmit yonr reply* to it through the Kime channel. On receiving 
your reply, which must he early and I cannot donbt will be direct 
and satisfactory, the Colonel will inform you of his wishes regarding the 
employment of yonr troops, and concert with you the necessary measures 
for the protection of your country, the occupation of the fort assigned 
for a dep&t, and the supply, &c., of the British troops which will 
advance across the Nerbndda into yonr territories. I shall he obliged by 
your furnishing Colonel Adams with every information on these topiw, 
and you will of course consider his snggestions on all points as those of 
the British Government. 


To Kozzub SXacoued Khan of Shopid, written the 23rd December 1817, 

Sir John Malcolm duly co mmuni cated to me the' correspondence 
which had passed between him and yon and the snhstance of his personal 
conferences with your agent the r^wctable Ehayet Shahzad Mnsseeh, 
and I have been informed by Lieutenant-Oolonel Adams of the junction 
of a body of your troops, both horse and foot, with his division and of 
the satisfaction he has derived^from’ their conduct. These circumstances 
have amply confirmed the opinion I have always entertained of your 
friendship and attachment to the British Government, and I request you 
to he assured that a corresponding feeling towards you has always existed 
in my mind. 

In consequence of your letter to Sir'John Malcolm stating that you 
had written to Sir. Jenkins to declare yonr assent to the terms proposed 
to you by that gentleman under-my authority, I awaited a eommunica- 
tiou from Mr. Jenkins of that letter and the execution and exchange of 
a regubr engagement comprizing those conditions, according to the wish 
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you had expressed, before I signified my formal sanction’ of them. The 
late disturbances at Nagporo, which the signal triumph of our arms will 
soon suppress, having prevented the completion of those arraugements, 
I deem it proper no longer to delay a direct communication of my 
unqualified confirmation of the assurances you have received from Briga- 
dier General Sir John Slalcolm and hlr. Jenkins. Your knowledge of 
the reliance that may always be placed on the assurance of a British 
officer has however supplied the place of that 'formal sanction, and the 
just confidence in my friendship which led 3*ou at once to proceed in 
eseeution of the terms settled with Sir John JIalcolm and Hr. Jenkins 
has afforded me a high degree of satisfaction. You have already begun 
to experience the benefits of your alliance urith' the British Government 
by the recovery of some of the districts from which the Pindarees were 
expelled, and you may rely on my unremitting attention to your 
interests and to the augmentation of your prosperity and resources, as 
fur as circumstances may enable me to indidge this disposition, in the 
firm confidence that your conduct will be such as to merit every degree 
of favour. 

■With regard to the future payment of a portion of the charge of 
the British troops that may be employed in tbe protection of your terri- 
tories, a point on which you have expressed some anxiety, I havo only to 
assure you that whatever roaj be ultimately arranged in tliat respect will 
be framed in a spirit of the utmost liberality and with a due advertence 
to the pecuniary situation and means jof your government. On this 
subject be at cose. 

A regular Treaty shall be hcreafler prepared and duly exchanged 
and ratified; but in the me.inwbile I request you to consider this as 
liaving tbe full force of such an instrument.

"Whereas the Right Honoarable the Governor General of India in 
Connell, npon learning the existence of the dissensions which had 
arisen between me and my beloved eon the Nawah Nnzzur ood dowlah

■V^^lereas the Bight Honourable the Governor General of India in 
Council, upon learning the existence of the dissensions which had arisen 
between me and the Begum Qoodsia my respected mother, addressed 
orders to tlie effect that on the Begum's consigning the entire manage- 
ment of the affairs of the State into my hands, His Lordship would 
grant the guarantee of- the British Government for the security of the 
Begum's lifoj and Whereas the Begum signified her acquiescence in 
these orders in a khurceia addressed to Mr. Lancelot Wilkinson, Political 
Agent at Bhopal; and os the Agent desired that a suitable provision be 
made by way of jagbire for the Begum; and Whereas the Begum has 
consigned into my hands the sole management of the affairs of the State : 
I therefore have with a view of promoting the comfort of the Begum, 
according to the adnee of the aboveinentioned gentleman, agreed to grant 
the jaghires, &e.; as beneath fixed; and I engage that the Begum's 
original jaghire^ including the sayer dutie? attached thereto, and the fort 
and lands of Islaranuggur yielding about Rupees 17,000 or Rupees 18,000 
per annum, remain as heretofore in Her Highness's possession.

Atxeb CosiPLimcjtTS, — ^Your letter. No. 339, dated 1st May, acquaint- 
ing me with the arrangements which have supprseded those formerly in 
force in respect to the contingent, has daly reached me, informed me of what 
I was previously ignorant, and removed the doubts *trom my mind which 
I had wished cleared away. Your letter states that the Supplementary 
Article of the Treaty of 1818, dated 29th November 1849, fii^ at 
two lakhs of Eupees the annual contnbution of the Bhopal State for the 
perpetual maintenance of a contingent of all arms commanded by British 
officers, for the security of the Bhopal government; on this account 
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CEXTBAL a force of British Europcao troops was stationed at Sehore, which by 
reason of damage to discipline was suhsequently removed to Saugor aud 
jihow in order that a force, cOicicat and powerful, he always available to 
— afford support to the Bhopal government m lieu of the former contingent , 
that the Bhopal levy and Central India horse will bo av^lable for the 
ordinary duties of the former contingent Although by this disposition 
there is an apparent difference from the tcims of the said agreement 
with regard to the late contingent, yet in reality it is a practical fulfil- 
ment of the terms of the Supplementary Article, for greater secunty 
and support is afforded to the Bhopal government by the presence of 
European troops at Saugor and Mhow than was provided for hy the 
former arrangement 

Under these circumstances it is most desirable that there should be 
no ground for misconception, nnd that the views of the Bhopal govern- 
ment should coincide with those of the British Qo\eramcnt Sly fnend, 
when these vrords of sound advice were well understood by me, us , that 
the British Government in heu of former arrangLmeots had by the 
existing disposition of troops taken upon itself more efficient measniee 
for the secunty and protection of the Bhopal State, they imparted perfect 
satisfaction to me , in tmth the new disposition is in accordance to zuy 
views and has removed all grounds for anxiety or misconception.

For twenty years before the Bntish conquest of JIalwa, the Dhar 
State was suljectcd to a continued senes of spoliations chiefly at the 
hands of Smdia and IIolLar, and was'prccencd from dcstniction only by 
the talents and courage of Jlccna Bai By the Treaty concluded on 
loth Jaiwary 1S19 (No LWWTj Dhar was taben under protection 
of and was bound to aot in subordinate co operation with the Bnti h 
Government, several districts which it had lost were rccoiercd md 
restored to it, its tributary nghts over the Rajpoot States of Banswarra 
and Doongurporc weic ceded to the Bntish Government, and the 
Bntish Government were to hold the Bairsca pergunnah for five years in 
payment of a loan of Rupees 2,50,000 to tlie Dhar State 

In 1821 by an additional engagement (No T AW VTT ) Dhar ceded 
the pergunnah of Bairsea and the tnlmte of Allee Mohun to tho British 
ior an annual paj ment of Rupees 1,10,000 In 1831 the pergunnah was 
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given back to Dbar, as the collections frona it were less than tlio sum CEKtRAL 

paid for it by about half a lakh of Hupecs, but as the Dhar authorities 

could not manage the district ov,nng to its isolated position and separa- 
tion from the rest of their territories, it was again taken under British 
management in 1835 on the understanding tliat the surplus revenues 
after meeting all expenditure should be paid to Dhar. The payments 
continued to bo made till 18G0 when they were slopped ns a punishment 
for the rebellion of the Dhar State, and the pergunnah of Bairsea was 
made over to Bhopal as n reward for tho services of the Seennder Begum. 

In 1S2S the pcrgnnnah of Lcmnnporc Mckrar in Nimar was made 
over in perpetuity to the management of the British Government 
(No. LXXX^Till.) on condition that the surplus revehuc after pa^Tnent of 
nil expenses of administration shonld be annually paid to the Dhar State. 

It was however restored to Dhar in ISSO. 

Ramchunder Puar was succccdc<l by his adopted son Jeswunt II.to 
P uar who died in 1?37 and was succeeded by bis half brother Auund Bao 
Puar, then 13 years of ago. The Dhar Stato rebelled in 1857 and was in 
consequence confiscated. It was snbscqxwntly restored to Anund Bao 
Puar with exception of the Bairsea pergunnah, but was retained under 
British management till the Cliicf should attain the age of 18 years, or 
until he should become competent to manage his own affairs. Tho Chief 
has received a Sunnud (No. LXXXIX.) granting to him the right of 
adoption. 

The Bajah of Dhar has recently engaged (No. XC.) to cede to the 
British Government such land as.nwy be required for the construction of 
a railway through his State. 

The area of the Dhar State is estimated at 2,091 square; miles and 
tho population at about 1,25,000 souls. The revenue is Rupees 4,37,000. 

One company of the Bhopal Levy is maintained at the expense of the 
State to garrison the fort. Dhar pays an annual contribution of Rupees 
19,056-0-4 for tho maintenance of the MaUva Bbccl Corps. The Chief 
receives a salute of fifteen guns.

The two brothers Toobajee and Jcvajee came with the fir^t Bajeo 
Eao Peishwa into Alalwa, and in the diMSion of that pronnee they 
obtained possession of Dewas, Sarnn^ore, and several other districts, 
yielding a nominal revenne of Rupees 2,42,900, but subject to a yearly 
payment of Rupees 26,000 to several Grassia Chiefs To this was added 
an assignment of the tnbnte of certain districts to •the amount of 
Rnpees 78,922, and at a later date the province of Hnmeerpore m Bun 
deleund yielding Rnpees 73,000 and the district of Kandobah m the Doab 
For thirty years before the Bntish occupation of ilalwa, the Chiefs of 
Dewas had been plundered and oppressed by Smdia, Holbar, and the 
Findaree Chiefs, and were deprived of mo^t of the tributary payments and 
of Htuneerpore, Kandobah, and other districts, but m 1818 the two Cbiefc 
then in possession, TooLajee the grandson of the first possessor of the same 
name, and Anund Rao, his consm, the adopted son of the grandson 
of Jevajee, were by Treaty {No XCI ) taken under Bntish protection 
In 1828 the Chiefs of Dewas made over to the administrative charge 
of the Bntish Government (No XCII ) the pergunnah of Bagode, an 
outlying distnct m Nunar which they could not efficiently control 
The annual surplus revenue of the pergunnah, after payment of aU 
charges of administration, is paid to the Chiefs of Dewas 

Tookajee Puar was succeeded m 1824 by his adopted son Rootmanund 
Rao, coufmonly known as Khaseh Saheb He died in 1860, and 
Kishnajee Rao, whom he had adopted, was recognized as his suecc'^or 
Anund Rao Puar, the younger Chief of Dewas, adopted Hy«ut Eao 
m 1837 by whom he was succeeded Hybnt Rao adopted a «:on in 1858, 
on the understanding that if a legitimate son of his body should be bom 
the son by adoption should rehnquish aU claims to the State A 
legilunate son was bom m December 1S60, and his future nght to the 
Bucc^sion was declared Hybut Rao Puar, chief of the jomor branch 
0 mily, died on 12th May 1864, and was succeeded by his mfant 
sou Iiarain Rao Puar Da<la Sahel) The State m managed dnnug the 
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minority by the Kamdar Govind Hoa Ramcbundcr, subject to tbo general 
control and supervision of the Agent to the Governor General. 

Both Chiefs of Devras did good service during the mutinies. By 
the Treaty of 1818 the De^s Slate was required to provide a contingent 
of 50 horse and 50 foot to be doubled when the revenues improved. In 
1S27 the contingent was raised to 75 horse and 200 foot which, with 
Hollar’s contingent of 400 horse, formed the Eastern Malwa contingent. 
On the amalgamation of the Hostem and Western Malwa contingents, 
the ohbgation to supply a quota of troops was commuted to an annual 
contribution of Halee Rupees 35,000. The revenue of the State is Rupees 
4,25,000; the area 256 square miles; and the population 25,000 souls. 
The Chiefs have each received a Sunnud (No. LXXXIX.) guaranteeing 
to them the right of adoption. The Chiefs are equal in rank and have 
an equal share in all receipts. Each receives a salute of fifteen gims.

Tlie Rajahs of Dewas engage to have no interconrse or communica- 
tion with any other States, and to enter into’ no affair of any magnitude,

The British Government agrees to consider the Bajahs Tookajee 
Puar and Auund Rao Puar in every respect the rulers of their present 
possessions, and engages^ to give no protection to any of their discon- 
tented relations or dependants, and not to interfere in the TOtemal 
administration of the conntiy. 

Aeticle C. 

The Bajahs of Dewas relinquish their claim of seven per cent. 
on the collections of the proriuts of Doongla, belonging to Rajah Ram- 
clmndcr Rao Puar of Dhar, in favour of that Chief, from the begtnniog 
of theyear 1870 to the beginning of the year 1870 Bickramajcct, in 
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order tliafc the above said province, which is now entirely desolated, may

sStiTtna TO 

MUDIATIZED CHIEFS IN CENTRiVL INDIA AND MALWA. 


, At the close of the l?imlaroc war the districts in Malwa and 
Central India were in so disor^nized a state as to he une.'ifc even for 
troops to pass throagh. It had hecn the poli^ of the chief Mahratta 
powers daring the preceding years of anarchy to rednee to subjection the 
petty Hajpoot Chiefs within their ioflacnce. The Mahratta leaders 
parcelled out the districts among themselves cither by mutual agreement 
or caprice, or according to their power to enforce obedience to their 
will aud authority. Thus it came to pass that at the time of the 
introduction of the British power the smaller States were found, under 
tributary obligations to Sindia, Holkar,* or the Buare, and sometimes to 
all three., Tlie tributary claims of the Slahralta States were occasionally 
fixed and weB defined, But generally varied botli in amount and in 
the regularity of their enforcement with the power to exact them. 
Many of the smaller Chiefs had been driven from their possessions; 
these found refuge in the mountain fastnesses and jungles, and avenged 
themselves by lej'ying contributions from or altogether destroying the 
detached yillages which had been usurped by tiic stronger powers. Their 
example was Imitated by men who, without any claims to territorial 
inheritance, had influence to gather round them a sufficient number 
of professed robbers or plunderers to make Ihemsehcs feared. Unable to 
suppress such’ outrages* the laiger States found themselves compelled 
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MEDIATIZED to purchose the good-will of the plandcring leaders hy allowing them 
— n share of the revenues of their districts as blackmail or tunkha on 
condition of their abstaining from aggressions. 

Such a system could only exist in the absence of a power sufliciently 
strong to enforce peace and good order. For the pacification of the 
countiy all parties eagerly solicited the interference of the British 
Govemmentj who the more readily undertook the task because of the 
opportunity which it afforded them of breaking the continuity of the 
influence of the Mahratta powers, with whom they had recently been 
engaged in a contest for empire, by establishing through Malwa a 
succession of Rajpoot Chrefs and others owing the security of their estates 
and the comparatiie independence of their position to the intervention 
of the British Government. The policy pursued by the British Govern- 
ment was to declare the permanency of the rights existing at the 
time of the British occupancy on condition of the maintenance of order, to 
adjust and guarantee the relations of such Cbiels as owed mere fealty 
or tribute so as to deprive the stronger powers of all pretext for interfer- 
ence in their affairs,- anti to induce the plundering leaders to betke 
themselves to peaceful pursnits, either by requiring their feudal superiors 
to grant them lao^ under the British guarantee, or by guaranteeing 
to them payments^equivalent to the tunkhas which they leried. The 
result of these measures, as described by Sir John Malcolm, was a 
virtual surrender of the supremacy over the petty States* and Chiefs

danger the lorger- States have forgotten that their claims over the less 
powerful Chiefs were only cstabhshed by a power stronger than their 
own, and it has been their policy, particularly of Sindia and Holkar, to 
encroach on tKc guaranteed tights of their feudatories which they justly 
consider to be marks of dependcncefand gradually to reduce the feudatones 
to entire suhordmatiou .to themselves On the other hand, the guam 
teed CbieG., reljing dh the protection of the British Government and the 
limitation imposed on the power of their feudal superiors, have not 
un reguently attempted to assume a degree of independence to which 
they are not entitled It has proved a matter of much difficulty for the , 
officers of the British Government to hold both parties fast to their

With chiefs 
grants made by the superior Chiefs themselves, without the intervention , 

of the British Government, there is of course no pretension to interfere. 

But although there is veiy great diversity in their tenures, the 
guaranteed Chiefs may all be divided into two great classes, those Chiefs 
in the administration of whose affairs the 'interference of the feudal 
superior is excluded by tbe express terms of the guarantee, and those 
Chiefs whose Sunnnds contain no such stipulation; and the policy of the 
British Government towards them is governed by the following general ‘ 
rules 

1«/. — The guarantee given by th^ British Government descends 
in all cases to direct heirs. 

2«rf. — ^When there are no direct heirs, the previous recognition 
by the British Government of an adopted lieir is, as a rule, essential 
to the continuance of the guarantee: with this previous sanction the 
guarantee descends to an adopted heir. 

When this previous sanction lias not been obtained, the 
guarantee does'not descend to adopts heirs unless the adoption subse- 
quently obtains the formal sanction of thc'British Government. 

4/^.“-When there are no heirs, direct or adopted, the escheat, of 
the guaranteed estate or tunkha is -to the Suzerain Chief and not,to 
the British Government. ' • 

^th . — ^When the interference of the feudal superior in the affairs 
of the subordinate Chief is expressly barred by tho terms of the 
gnarantee, the decision of all questions relating to succession, direct 
or by adoption, rests solely with the British Goicrnment. , 

6M. — ^When there are direct heirs to an estate or tunkha, the Snnnud 
for which does not expressly bar the interference of the Suzerain Chief, 
the decision regarding the suceessipu and tho continuance of the guar- 
antee rests solely with the British Government ; hut the superior Chief

nuzzerana In other cases, a nuzzenna equal to one fourth of the net 
res enue of the guaranteed estate or tunkhi may be levied by tbe supenor 
Chief on the occurrence of a succession by adoption to the guaranteed 
estate or tunkha On such occasions the supenor Chief gives to tbe 
subordinate a dre«s of honour equal to one fourth of the nuzzerana

Undee tlic BUopawur Agency are tbe follo\nng feudatory States 
dependent immediately on tbe Britisb Government: (1) Jobut with a 
revenue of Bupcos 8,000 and a population of about 7,000, chiefly 
Bbcels. The Chief of this petty-State, Ilun]ect Sing, who is a Bah- 
tore Rajpoot, has agreed (No. CXXXIV.) to cede such land as may be 
rccpiired for a railway passing through bis .territories ; (2) jNfutwarra, 
yielding about Rupees 2,000, and with a sparse population of Bhecls; 
(3) Khuttewarra, jiclding about Bnpees 1,200; and (4) Ruttonmul 
with a revenue of Rupees COO. Tlie population of Kbattcw.arra and 
Ruttonmul is entirely BbeeU None of these petty States receive any 
allowances from, or pay any triboto to tbe British Government. 

‘\l’'itlriu the charge of the Bbeel Agent at Sirdarpore He also tho 
districts of Poktaun, Sagore, and Bang belonging to Sindia. Tbe 
j.aghiredars of these districts have criminal jurisdiction subject to 
appeal to the Sirsoubah of Slalwa. None of these estates arc in any 
respect guaranteed by tbe British Government. Tlic Agent has also 
charge of Ilolkar’s outlying districts of Chiculda and liohance. In 
Chiculda He the two petty Chiefships of Dhie and Dhurmrai which 
pay to Ilolkar .a tribute of Rupees 300 and Rupees 150 respectively. 

Tlio principal guaranteed Chiefs under the Bhopamit Agency arc 
tho^c of Allrajpore or Alimolmn winch ^ tributary to Dhar, and 
Jhabooa wbicli is tribut.ary to Ilolkar. But besides these there arc 
several Bboomias and Bhcel Cbic& whose relations with their feudal 
lords are guaranteed.

The Kooer is 
not to raise questions with regard to villages given to Bainjee Siwaeo 
Sing and Bapoo Lutchmun, Slootajee, Zalim Sing, &c.

The predecessors of the Bhoomia bold this village on the above 
conditions, nn^ paid annually to* JtUe Dhar State a tunkha amounting to 
Rupees 350. « . * 

The Bhoomia failed to observe'thc conditions above specified during 
the present anarchy, the ryots and merchants, suffered seriins losses. 

The Dhar State in consequence confiscated the village of Tirla and was 
put to great expense on account of its management and re>popaIatio'h, 
and erecting a fort ond a wall. - 

As peace has been now restored to the country by tft interference 
of the British Government, the Bhoomia has been forced to fall back on 
tbe Dhar State. He requests that his ancestoriol village may be given 
back to him on the following conditions 

1. — That he will protect'thp road from Sooltanpore to the cusba of 
Dhar. 

2. — ^That the inhabitants of the intervening villages as well as 
the travellers will be protected from injury. 

3. — That he will put down the robberies committed by Bheels 
and others. 

4. — That he will be responsible to make good all losses that may 

"be'caused'by theBheel robbers. , 

5. — That he will be alwaj^ obedient .lo^is government, and will 
afford no shelter or refuge to robbers and malefactors. 

6. — That he and his successors generation after geperation will remain 
true to the above engagements. Ii^efault of which the Government is 
at liberty to confiscate the village. 

In ‘consideration of the services rendered to the State in former 
times by the BhoomiaJ it has been settled through the mediation of 
Sir John Malcolm that the village be restored to him on the above

If I fail to put a stop to the rohheries and plunders of tho 
Bheels and Bhameers and to protect the roads, the Circar shall resume all 
the inam and peshensh village's which I hold.

DHAR AGENCY. 


Besides tlie ^engagements mediated between the Dhar government 
and its feudatories, an agreement*^ (No. CXLVII.) was mediated between 
Holkar and the Dhar State. Both States brought forward claims for 
lands near Bijore and Dcpalporc ; and as it was impossible to ascertain 
the boundary correctly, it was agreed that the lands should be left 
neutral for the purpose of pasturing cattle. This settlement is still 
in force.

18,0-14 under a settlement (No. CXLVIll.) made in ISIS. The payment 
is made direct to the Dhar State, and is not subject to any deductions. 
The Thakoor holds no villages except those mentioned in his Suiinud. 
lie makes his reports of crime to the Dhar Statd and not to any 
representative of tlie British Government. 

2. Kacliee Baro(ta %. — On 14th December 1518, a settlement (No. 
CXLIX) was made by Sir John Ttlalcolm with Bhugwunt Sing of Kacheo 
Baroda, by wbich the Thakoor received sixteen villages, subject to an 
annual payment of Rupees 9,459 to Dhar, and engaged to be responsible 
lor fUe peace ol tlie villages. "The Thakoor died 'in lUaB vritiiout direct 
beirs. The matter was not reported to the Government of India, but 
under instructions from Sir R. Hamilton, then Agent to the Governor 
General, the Dhar State was informed that as the Thakoorate had become 
vacant, the guarantee of the British Government was at an end. 
The widow of Bhogivunfc Sing, however, adopted Dullel Sing, and 
the adoption was confirmed by the Dhar State. "When the case came

5. Sirsee , — Maharajah Djawlut Rao Sm<Ua granted (No. CLVII.)

in 1820 on condition that he would pay the remaining one-fourth, and 
honestly discharge the duties entrusted to him by redudog the Gras- 
Bias, Ssc., to obecU<ncc. 

6. Thc^Chuan Rajpoots of Ragoogurh arc known 
by the name of Kychce, and ore one of the oldest families in Malwa. 

In 1780 Madhojeo Sindia stripped the family of their possessions and 
imprisoned the Rajah Bulwunt Sing and his son Jcy Sing. From 
that tir&e there was perpetual feud between Sindia and the Kychce 
dan, it being the object of the latter to devastate Ragoogurh, and to 
make it an unprofitable possession, until Sindia was compelled to 
restore it to the fimily. Jey Sing maintained the war with Sindia

15,000 which were selected from the Kheeehee lands, yielding a revenue 
of one lahh forty-two thousand eight hundred and forty-eight and a 
half Rup^, situated in the vicinity of Ragoogurh, granted in Summnt 
1S77, or Sun Ishera jMeatein, the revenues of winch were esbmated by 
a karkoon and a mootasuddee on the part of the British Government. 
The fifty-two villages yielding a revenue of Rupees 15,000 with the right 
to the chota sajer duties, and those levied on the sale of cattle formerly 
carried to the credit of government, have been conferred again upon the 
Rajah.

The greater portion of the districts nlitch were formerly under 
this Agency have recently been annexed to the Central Provinces. 
There still remain however under the Political Agent some small portions 
of British territory intermixed with the possessions of native Stcates, 
the Bagode pergunnah of Dewas, and the State of Burwance which 
is immediately dependent on the British Government. The population of

4,835 from Dewas under a settlement (No. CLXXIII.) mediated by 
Captain EortbTraek and Sir Jolin Malcolm in 1818. The Chief with 
whom the original engagement was formed was Mahhut Sing. The two 
Chiefs of Dewas are in the habit of making certain deductions from this 
amount. One of the items of these deductions, however, vh., 17 per 
cent, on the amount of the tnnkha, is objected to by the Thalcoor and 
forms the subject of a complaint. Hib tnnkha is paid direct from the 
State and the Tbakoor is bound not to interfere in its collection in any 
village of the Dewas State. 

The Thakoor of Pitharee holds 12 villages* under the Dewas Chiefs 
who state that these villages arc farmed to the Thakoor and liable 
to increase of rent. On the other hand the Thakoor states that ho 
holds them on quit-rent tenure under the guarantee of the British 
Government, hut he cannot produce anj document to support his 
statement. However the lease for these villages has not been renewed 
for the last forty-five years. 

Tlie question to whom the Thakoor is bound to famish reports 
of crime has never been finally settled. The Chiefs of Dewas demand 
such reports but the Thakoor disputes their right to do so, and states 
that he will furnish them only to the Agent fo the Governor General.

Exclusive of duties on travellers, sayer duties were levied from 
tradesmen it' the rate of two annas on every loaded bullock, sheep, 
tamel, fee ' 

Sayer duty of one anna and not more was levied on every company 
of travellers or traders at the following five chowLies, vtz — 

1 Nachnnhore 1 8 Arveh IChal , 

2 Bhojroba. j 4 CJborur Nudet^ 

B Amice 

According to the above scale, duties at the rate of three annas 
may be levied on tradesmen on account of zfinindar and chowLey , 
and duties at the rate of one anna may be t^ken on every company 
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oF travellers ; a doty also of one* anna anti a half may be levied on every arEDiATiECD 
animal carrying the baggage of tlio traders ; but nothing more than the » cmErs. 
above should be collected. All duties most be levied according to the.^®' CK^vii, 
rate settled by the mediation of General Sir John hfalcolm. You shall 
malce good the loss which, any man may sustain in any place from 
Samroro village ghaut to the borders of Gooaloo at the time of Lis 
coming or returning. You shall alwa 3 *s* bo in attendance and servo 
the Circar heartily and carefull}'. 

• 2. The. village which you state to have been from of old in 

your possession in zcmindarcc tenure, and the lands wliich you claim 
to hold for the purpose of cultivation arc as follows: — 

Y'ou have said that you hold the vilbgc of Gazeeda'and 25 beegahs 
of land situated in cusba llaocc; yon may now improve the said 
village and cultivate the lands, and from the income thereof j’ou may 
• support your famUy and children: but after tlio institution of an 
enc^uiiy such settlement in respect thereof shall be made as may be 
deemed proper. 

8. The following is the settlement made:— * 

One-fonrth of the sum fixed to be paid to the Circar shall bo given 
to the zemiuHar. If you settle aheerees or graziers .and others in 
the village, you will receive a pcfceotage at tlie rate of Rupees five 
per cent, on the amount to be paid by them to the Circar on account 
of pasture. 

4. It is necessaiy to make an enquiry whether or not the cess 
darace^' is due to ^tho zemindar, and whether or not peshensh is 
payable by the zemindar; for this purpose it is necessary that you 
should produce the .old receipts which you hold. After enquiry .a 
settlemfent will be made, and until such settlement is made you may 
take two Rupees on every village. One Rupee only should be taken 
DU a village yielding Rupees 25 a year, but on a village paying Rupees 
50 you may take two Rupees as mentioned above. 

5. No duties on account of zemindar and chowkey, as above 
detailed, shall he levied from persons holding n letter of the Circar 
exempting tliem from paj'ment of duties. If auy tradesman holds an 
engagement of the Circar the duties should be levied from him with 
reference to that engagement. ITou will keep the tradespeople satisfied 
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EDiATizED by making tbe usual allowance in tbeir cases. In respect to pilgrims you 
cnLEFs., consouance mtli. tbe orders of the Qircar. Tlie settlement 

having been thus made you shall serve the Circar with fidelity, and 
rrr.T-rv TTTT improve the said pergunnah by bringing the tenants and settling 
them in the pergunnah. You shall protect tbe traders, travellers, and 
Majme. passengers, so that they may not sustain any loss. You shall levy 
duties according to the above settlement which has been made with 
reference to your verbal statement. After the records have been referred 
to, such rules in regard to the levying of dnties and the payment 0!* 
peshensh shall be laid down as obtained during the time of the late Bai 
Saheha.

, pools, was established m the district known ns Oomutwirra about a ^ 
ceutury ago by two brothers named Mohuii Sing and Pursram, who 
assumed the titles of Rawiit and l)cwan and made a division of tlicir 
possessions, the Rawut retaining five villages in excess of the portion 
of the Dewan as an acknowledgment of his superior birthnght Out of 
this division arose the separate Chiefehips of Rajgurh and Nursingurh 
On the Mahntta conquest of Malwa the Oomuts were compelled to 
submit in common uitli other States, but they appear to have obtained 
much easier terms Tbo Rawut became tributary to Sindia and the 
Dewnn to Holkar Tribute was imposed on each in equal proportions 
Tlie amount appears to have vaned betneen Rupees 05,000 and Rupees

In 1818 the Chief in pos«cfsion of Rnjgurh was Ncivul Sing, nho 
sncceeded to the Chicilaincy by the ossa«smation of his brother On 
the mtroductum. of tbo DntisU au*honty into Central India, tbe media- 
tion of the Bntish Government was exercised to effect an arrangement 
for the payment of the tnbnte due to Smdia IHilhun and several other

• In 184G, in consequence of the mismanagement of I^Iotee Sing, 
the British Government mterfered to settle the administration of Rajgurh, 
which was ostensibly undertaken by Eoke Sing, the uncle of the Chief, 
aided by Ramloll as Dewan, who indeed was the virtual manager The 
latter, in November 18k7, accidentally lost his hfe, and the territory, 
was then placed under the management of an officer subordinate to 
the Political Agent at Bhopal The Chiefship was restored to Sfotee 
Singm 185C, free of debt, on the express understanding that the revenue 
leases which had been made for twenty years should he maiutained 

The present revenue is rather more than two lakhs per annum, 
of which Cbundcree Rupees 8o,000 are paid to Sindia on account of 
Tullain The Rawut also pays Rupees 1,050 of the Kotah currency 
to the Jhallanar Rajah for Kalcepeit He receives from Smdia Halee 
Rupees S,1S7 annually Reports of crime arc furnished to tho Poll* 
tical Agent through whom aI<o the tribute to Smdia is paid.

the expenditure about Rupees 2,50,000 a year The tunkhas are

3 Khilcheepore the death of Dewan Doorjun Sal of Kilchec- 
pore m 1819, his mother and widow placed m power a youth named 
Bulwunt Sing, whoso claim to the succession was inferior to that of 
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'many other mctnhers of the family nnd particularly of Aman Sing, mediatized 
The diflerent claimants appealed to the Gwalior Durbar who requested — cmEFs. 
that the case might bo decided by the British Government. Aman 
Sing was proved to be the nearest heir, but as he was at deadly feud 
with the other branches of the family, it was decided (No. CXCVII.)

4. Laraicut . — In 1818 this petty Chtefahip was granted (No. 

CXCIX.) under the mediation of tho British Government to Vittul Rao 
Puar. The deed conferred on the grantee the shares of Dhar and Dewas 
in the district of Soondersce. In 1834, on tho death of Vittul Rao 
Fuar, the succession of his son Hadho Rao was not disputed; but when 
the latter died in 1849, leaving illegiliroate sons* only, the estate was 
claimed as a lapse by Dhar. The Government of India however decided . 
that it was an esclieat to the British Government, but continued the estate 
for life to the eldest illegitimate son Ramchundcr Rao, the present Chief, 
subject to an annual payment of Rupees 1,000. Tliis decision was not 
supported hy the Home Government who decided that, if the estate was 
an' escheat, it lapsed to Dhar and Dewas, to which States the annual pay- 
. ment should therefore be made. The estate is continued for the life of , 
Ramchunder Rao under the joint Sunnud (No. CC._) of the Dhar and 
Dewas Durbars.

the present year, ate still unpaid, 1 have now of my own accord and 
pleasure (in order that the tribute may henceforth be liquidated, and 
that no cause of delayer dispute may exist) resolved to separate and 
assign Tillages of Rajghur, according to a schedule herewith annexed, to 
the kamaisdar of Atmaram Punth m order that the tnbuto to the 
Maharajah may be realized from the revenues of these villages, and 
that no cause of blame or shadow of claim may in future cxist^ and 
through my desire to please the Maharajah I have separated the after- 
mentioned villages and made them over, along with the sayer and rights 
of every description thereunto attached, to the kamaisdar of Atmaraai 
Pouth from the commencement of the Fuslee year 1327, and I wiU 
not in any manner hereafter interfere with them or their inhabitants 

And whereas the ahovementioned villages are generally much out 
of cultivation, and possessing but a stmted population, the expense of 
management and sehundee will be great, the same must be provided 
from their revenue, for with this or any other claim respecting them 
I have henceforth no concern And whatever omissions of tribute there 
may have been on my part previous to the year 1826, 1 consider myself 
absolved from the same in consequence of the present cession 

I hereby under the foregoing considerations also agree to resign 
all claim to those sums on account of tunkba, hhet, Ac , which, through 
the Civonr of the Maharajah, my ancestors and I have been in the habit 
of receiving from the pergunnahs of Shujawulpore and Shajehanpore 
And whereas by concluding this agreement I have conformed to the 
pleasure of the Maharajah Bowlut Rao Siudia, as well as provided in 
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future for the regular payment of the tunkha and obviated all causes 
of complaint hereafter on cither side, the Maharajah accordingly has 
graciously restored and condrmed to mo tho remaining part of my 
possessions (including the fort of Rajgurh) which had been attached in 
consequence of the delays and subterfuges that had occurred in the 
payment of the tribute. •
